ON  OBSERVING  the  50th 
ANNIVERSARY  OF  KRISTALLNACHT 
1938  - 1988 


On  November  9,  1938,  the  Synagogues  of  Germany  were  destroyed  by  Nazi 
hooligans;  it  was  a devastating  blow  against  the  Jewish  faith  and  its  people. 

This  year  marks  the  50th  anniversary  of  that  event  and  it  is  a date 
which  ought  to  be  noted  by  all  of  us.  Many  congregations  will  mark  their 
own  specific  occasions  of  remembrance;  in  New  York  City,  there  will  be  a 
special  service  at  Temple  EmanuEl  on  November  6th  and  the  CCAR  will  be  in 
the  forefront  of  an  anniversary  commemoration  on  Thursday,  November  10th. 

At  the  same  time,  every  community  ought  to  observe  this  occasion 
in  a very  special  manner.  The  most  obvious  is  to  schedule  a sermon  or  a 

service  of  sermons,  or  an  adult  education  lecture-series  around  the  month 
of  November. 

Second,  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  seek  out  those  survivors  of  the 
holocaust  who  reside  in  your  community;  find  them  via  Temple  Bulletin,  inquiry 
letter  to  the  entire  congregation.  Sisterhood  newsletter,  etc.  You  might 
ask  one  or  more  of  the  survivors  from  Germany  or  Austria,  who  lived  through 
that  infamous  night,  to  share  their  memories  with  the  congregation  or,  perhaps, 
to  make  it  an  Oral  History  project  to  be  shared  with  your  community  and, 
later,  with  the  Leo  Baeck  Institute  in  N.Y.,  London  or  Jerusalem. 

(We  have  had  occasions  when  survivors  complained  that  no  one  was ■ interested 
in  their  experiences;  they  felt  that  their  trauma  was  being  ignored  and  that 
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suffering  was  being  downgraded.) 

In  finding  survivors  and  in  addressing  them  and  their  needs,  it  might 
be  well  to  emphasize  a)  the  concept  of  spiritual  resistance  when  physical 
resistance  was  unavailable,  b)  compare  their  arrival  at  these  shores  with 
the  experiences  of  other  groups  in  the  past,  and  emigrees  of  the  present, 
c)  attempt  to  place  them  into  contact  with  other  survivors.  (Often,  survivors 
are  secretive  and  unwilling  to  open  their  feelings  because  they  lack  other 
like-minded  individuals  although,  due  to  this  secrecy,  fellow  survivors 
might  be  in  the  same  community  and  also  feel  isolated.)  Their  need  to  be 
in  touch  is  paramount. 

Third,  the  rabbi  might  use  this  occasion  to  honor  representatives  of 
those  countries  which  did  help  Jews  during  the  Nazi  onslought,  eg.  Danes, 
Swiss,  Dutch  and  British  who,  if  little  else,  took  in  the  children  and  helped 
to  save  a remnant.  Usually,  foreign  representatives  gladly  agree  to  accept 
a token  gift  of  gratitude  on  behalf  of  their  governments. 

Also,  this  might  be  the  perfect  opportunity  for  a congregation  to 
dedicate  its  own  memorial  plaque  to  remember  the  Synagogues,  the  Six  Million 
"al  kiddush  HaShem". 

Fourth,  use  this  occasion  in  sermon  or  lecture,  to  lay  to  rest  the 
canard  of  German  Jews  deserving  their  punishment  because  of  their  assimila- 
tionist  tendencies.  (It  is  an  accusation  often  brought  into  focus  by 
our  orthodox  brethren  as  well  as  by  enemies  within!)  Questions:  just  how 
assimilationist  was  the  German  Jew?  What  was  his  attitude  at  that  time 
as  a lover  of  Goethe  and  Wagner?  How  explain  Buber  and  Rosenzweig  in  that 
context?  What  was  the  true  dimension  of  conflict  and  cooperation  between 
Eastern  and  Western  Jews?  If  the  German  Jew  was  seen  as  anti  Zionist,  how

Many  books,  too  many  to  list,  have  been  written  of  these  events  from 
Shirer  to  Hilberg  to  Wyman  in  the  non-Jewish  world  and  thousands  from  Jewish 
authors.  Your  local  library  is  bound  to  have  a sampling  of  the  best  of  these; 
if  not,  lists  can  be  compiled  by  colleagues  before  the  summer,  if  there  is  a 
need.  The  committee  on  the  50th  Anniversary  Commemoration  of  Kristallnacht 
will  be  glad  to  offer  help  on  any  or  all  of  the  above  suggestions.

ON  OBSERVING  the  50th 
ANNIVERSARY  OF  KRISTALLNACHT 

1988 ־  1938 


On  November  9,  1938,  the  Synagogues  of  Germany  were  destroyed  by  Nazi 
hooligans;  it  was  a devastating  blow  against  the  Jewish  faith  and  its  people. 

This  year  marks  the  50th  anniversary  of  that  event  and  it  is  a date 
which  ought  to  be  noted  by  all  of  us.  Many  congregations  will  mark  their 
own  specific  occasions  of  remembrance;  in  New  York  City,  there  will  be  a 
special  service  at  Temple  EmanuEl  on  November  6th  and  the  CCAR  will  be  in 
the  forefront  of  an  anniversary  commemoration  on  Thursday,  November  10th. 

At  the  same  time,  every  community  ought  to  observe  this  occasion 
in  a very  special  manner.  Tne  most  obvious  is  to  schedule  a sermon  or  a 
service  of  sermons,  or  an  adult  education  lecture-series  around  the  month 
of  November. 

Second,  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  seek  out  those  survivors  of  the 
holocaust  who  reside  in  your  community;  find  them  via  Temple  Bulletin,  inquiry 
letter  to  the  entire  congregation.  Sisterhood  newsletter,  etc.  You  might 
ask  one  or  more  of  the  survivors  from  Germany  or  Austria,  who  lived  through 
that  infamous  night,  to  share  their  memories  with  the  congregation  or,  perhaps, 
to  make  it  an  Oral  History  project  to  be  shared  with  your  community  and, 
later,  with  the  Leo  Baeck  Institute  in  N.Y. , London  or  Jerusalem. 

(We  have  had  occasions  when  survivors  complained  that  no  one  was  interested 
in  their  experiences;  they  felt  that  their  trauma  was  being  ignored  and  that 
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suffering  was  being  downgraded.) 

In  finding  survivors  and  in  addressing  them  and  their  needs,  it  might 
be  well  to  emphasize  a)  the  concept  of  spiritual  resistance  when  physical 
resistance  was  unavailable,  b)  compare  their  arrival  at  these  shores  with 
the  experiences  of  other  groups  in  the  past,  and  emigrees  of  the  present, 
c)  attempt  to  place  them  into  contact  with  other  survivors.  (Often,  survivors 
are  secretive  and  unwilling  to  open  their  feelings  because  they  lack  other 
like-minded  individuals  although,  due  to  this  secrecy,  fellow  survivors 
might  be  in  the  same  community  and  also  feel  isolated.)  Their  need  to  be 
in  touch  is  paramount. 

Third,  the  rabbi  might  use  this  occasion  to  honor  representatives  of 
those  countries  which  did  help  Jews  during  the  Nazi  onslought,  eg.  Danes, 
Swiss,  Dutch  and  British  who,  if  little  else,  took  in  the  children  and  helped 
to  save  a remnant.  Usually,  foreign  representatives  gladly  agree  to  accept 
a token  gift  of  gratitude  on  behalf  of  their  governments. 

Also,  this  might  be  the  perfect  opportunity  for  a congregation  to 
dedicate  its  own  memorial  plaque  to  remember  the  Synagogues,  the  Six  Million 
"al  kiddush  HaShera". 

Fourth,  use  this  occasion  in  sermon  or  lecture,  to  lay  to  rest  the 
canard  of  German  Jews  deserving  their  punishment  because  of  their  assimila- 
tionist  tendencies.  (It  is  an  accusation  often  brought  into  focus  by 
our  orthodox  brethren  as  well  as  by  enemies  within!)  Questions:  just  how 
assimilationist  was  the  German  Jew?  What  was  his  attitude  at  that  time 
as  a lover  of  Goethe  and  Wagner?  How  explain  Buber  and  Rosenzweig  in  that 
context?  What  was  the  true  dimension  of  conflict  and  cooperation  between 
Eastern  and  Western  Jews?  If  the  German  Jew  was  seen  as  anti  Zionist,  how 
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especially  after  the  Boycott  of  April  1,  193^. 

Many  books,  too  many  to  list,  have  been  written  of  these  events  from 
Shirer  to  Hilberg  to  Wyman  in  the  non-Jewish  world  and  thousands  from  Jewish 
authors.  Your  local  library  is  bound  to  have  a sampling  of  the  best  of  these; 
if  not,  lists  can  be  compiled  by  colleagues  before  the  summer,  if  there  is  a 
need.  The  committee  on  the  50th  Anniversary  Commemoration  of  Kristallnacht 
will  be  glad  to  offer  help  on  any  or  all  of  the  above  suggestions.

NEW  YORK  — District  One  was 
among  a large  number  of  Jewish  and 
non-Jewish  organizations  which  held 
special  programs  in  the  second  week  of 
November  commemorating  the  50th 
anniversary  of  Kristallnacht  — or  “the 
night  of  broken  glass”  — which  is 
remembered  as  the  beginning  of  the 
Holocaust.  It  was  on  November  9, 
1938,  that  Nazis  destroyed  German 
synagogues  and  Jewish  storefronts  in 
their  first  violent  attack  on  the  Jews 
whose  collective  existence  they  would 
threaten  in  the  coming  years. 

Commentators  often  state  that 
Kristallnacht  and  the  ensuing  Nazi 
genocide  have  tangibly  instructed  this 
generation  of  the  potential  danger  of 
silence  and  complacency.  The  50th  an- 
niversary  served  as  an  opportunity  for 
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A Call  To  Action:  Help  Build  Our  Membership 


and  your  family,  your  children,  and 
your  grandchildren.  B’nai  B’rith  is 
consistent  in  its  service  to  those  in 
need,  to  those  who  seek  employment, 
to  those  who  wish  to  improve  their 
Jewish  education.  And  B’nai  B’rith 
has,  from  its  inception,  been  a strong 
arm  in  the  war  against  anti-Semitism. 

But  the  bottom  line  is  that,  as 
membership  decreases,  we  are  faced 
with  the  painful  choice  between  cut- 
ting  these  services  or  raising  our  dues.

Spectre,  associate  director  of  the  In-

Henderson-Pollard  has  served  23 
months  of  two  concurrent  five-year 
sentences  for  being  an  accessory 
after  the  fact  to  passing  classified  in- 
formation  to  a foreign  power.  Her 
husband,  Jonathan  Jay  Pollard,  is 
serving  a life  sentence  for  passing 
that  information  to  agents  of  Israel. 

B’nai  B’rith  undertook  this  visit 
out  of  humanitarian  concerns,  follow- 
ing  reports  of  Henderson-Pollard’s 
deteriorating  health.  She  suffers 
from  a rare  form  of  the  gastro-intest- 
inal  disorder  biliary  dyskinasia. 

Seymour  D.  Reich,  president  of 
B’nai  B’rith  International  and  a past 
president  of  District  One,  said  that 
B’nai  B’rith  would  continue  to  moni- 
tor  Henderson-Pollard’s  condition. 

“At  issue  here  for  B’nai  B’rith  is 
not  the  legal  aspects  of  her  case,  but 
the  quality  of  her  medical  care,”  he 
said.

Saw  Her  Father  Taken  By  Nazis 

Westheimer,  herself  a Holocaust  sur- 
vivor,  recalled  watching  as  Nazi 
soldiers  led  her  father  away  on  the 
night  of  Kristallnacht. 

“I  was  sleeping  between  my  parent’s 
beds,”  she  said,  explaining  that  there 
had  been  an  atmosphere  of  fear  before 
the  actual  violence.  “There  was  knock- 
ing  on  the  door;  the  Nazis  came;  there 
was  no  brutality,  but  a t«rible  silence. 
We  begged  them  not  to  take  my  father, 
but  they  to(^  him.” 

Westheimer,  who  was  ten  years  old 
at  the  time,  told  the  audience  that  as 
she  watched  her  father  leave  with  the 
men,  “He  gave  a faint  smile  and  waved 
good-bye,  as  if  to  say  that  everythmg 
would  be  alright.  That  was  the  last  time 
I saw  my  father.” 

Westheimer's  speech  was  the 
keynote  address  of  a program  which 
also  included  Cantor 
Silbermann’s  rendition  of  the  religious 
music  sung  in  German  synagogues  at 
the  time  of  Kristallnacht,  as  well  as  a 
memorial  sövice  lead  by  Rabbi  Robert 
L.  Lehman  of  Hebrew  Tabernacle  Con- 
gregation  in  New  York  City. 


Congressman  Charles  Schumer, 
Democrat,  Brooklyn,  reads  from  a 
joint  resolution  proclaiming 
November  4-10  as  “The  Week  of 
Remembrance  of  Kristallnacht.” 
The  document  calls  the  Nazi  era

many.  They  explained  that  B ’nai  B 'rith 
granted  literature  awards,  sponsored 
symposiums  and  concerts  and  that  the 
motto  of  the  time  was:  “Nothing  for 
us— everything  for  others.” 

“Then  in  1937,”  Friedman  read  from 
the  script,  “Hitler’s  regime  outlawed 
and  clo^  all  B’nai  B’rith  lodges,”  put- 
ting  a stop  to  the  organization’s  work  in 
Germany.

One  Holocaust  Education  Conunittee 
and  chairman  of  the  event  — along  with 
Margarete  Goldberger,  who  served  as 
co-chairperson  — read  through  a script 
written  by  Goldberger  which  outlined  a 
history  of  B’nai  B’rith  in  Germany 
prior  to  Kristallnacht.

Lauder Warns  That  Fear 
And  Ignorance  Are 
Encouraged 

In  a powerful  speech  before  mem- 
bers  of  the  New  York  Jewish  Civil  Ser- 
vice  Organization,  the  chairman  of  the 
Kristallnacht  Remembrance  Commit- 
tee.  Ambassador  Ronald  S.  Lauder, 
warned  that  the  ignorance  and  fear 
that  bred  anti-Semitism  in  Hitler’s 
Third  Reich  are  being  encouraged  once 
again. 

“Today  in  America,  we  hear.,  those 
same  charges.  There  are  those  who 
would  tell  us  that  Jews  control  the 
banks  and  the  press.  'There  are  those 
that  would  tell  us  Jews  control  Con- 
gress  and  the  government,”  Lauder 
told  an  audience  that  included  Mayor 
Edward  Koch,  State  Attorney  General 
Robert  Abrams  and  State  Controller

“There  are  those  who  would  tell  us 
that  Jewish  support  of  Israel  distorts 
American  foreign  policy,”  the  Ambas- 
sador  continued.  “America  supports 
Israel  because  it  is  in  American  inter- 
est  to  support  a smedl  and  struggling 
democracy  in  a .sea  of  authoritarian 
governments.” 

Lauder,  who  served  as  America’s 
ambassador  to  Kurt  Waldheim’s 
Austria,  stated,  “Whether  Black,  His- 
panic,  European,  Jewish  or  Asian, 
Americans  have  the  right  to  speak  out.

You  are  most  likely  aware  of  the  fact  that  November  9th,  1988 
marks  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Kristallnacht  and  the  destruction  of 
Jewish  houses  of  worship  throughout  Germany.  This  incident  has 
become  synonymous  to  most  people  with  the  start  of  the  Holocaust  and, 
as  such,  is  being  observed  with  many  special  services;  we  need  not 
only  remember  all  who  died  but  pay  special  attention  to  the  lessons 
of  the  past.  The  Hebrew  Tabernacle  Congregation  will  be  holding  a 
special  Service  of  Commemoration  and  Rededication  to  which  we  would 
like  to  invite  your  readers.  It  will  be  on  the  actual  anniversary 
date: 

WEDNESDAY,  NOVEMBER  9th,  1988  at  8 P.M. 

At  that  time,  we  will  distribute  to  all  present  a special  booklet 
which  will  contain  the  commemoration  service  as  well  as  brief 
articles  pertaining  to  history,  architecture,  the  next  generation,  etc. 
Photographs  of  many  of  the  Synagogues  which  were  destroyed  in  1938  will 
be  exhibited  in  our  vestibule.  In  addition,  on  that  evening,  we  will 
dedicate  our  8 new  stained  glass  memorial  windows  and  an  explanation 
of  them  will  also  be  contained  in  the  booklet  being  distributed. 

In  brief,  we  are  countering  "Kristallnacht",  the  breaking  of  the  glass 
in  1938,  with  a rededication  of  the  glass  in  1988,  a symbolic  and 
spiritual  reaffirmation  of  our  commitment  to  Judaism  and  the  Synagogue. 

I would  very  much  appreciate  your  communicating  this  information  to 
your  readership  along  with  the  fact  that  they  are  invited  to  attend 
this  special  service  whether  they  be  Jewish  or  not.

1)  Bob  is  to-be  chairman  of  this  concept,  with  additional  names

2)  Bob  is  to  write  up  a number  of  suggestions  (perhaps  for 
inclusion  in  CCAR  Newsletter)  as  to  how  our  members  and 
their  congregations  can  participate  or  initiate  such  an 
observance  in  their  own  communities.

Dear  Irwin: 

I have  received  many  calls  and  notes  about  the  Skokie  situation,  some 
having  come  in  just  in  the  last  week  or  so  and  I have  been  traveling 
and  then  returned  ill.  I've  not  had  a chance  to  return  these  calls 
and  with  a whole  ten  days  of  meetings  ahead,  doubt  if  I will  so  I'm 
sending  copies  to  some  of  them  of  this  letter  so  that  they  know  that 
their  inquiries  are  not  being  ignored. 

I know  I need  not  lay  out  the  problem  that  exists.  You  are  fully 
aware  of  the  terrific  tension  that  exists  between  the  two  common 
points  of  view  on  this  matter,  but  it  has  certainly  paralyzed  an  awful 
lot  of  people. 

As  I understand  it,  there  is  going  to  be  a presentation  made  on  it  by 
one  of  the  professors  at  the  Social  Action  Commission  meeting  next 
•׳eek  which  will  be  held  in  Cincinnati,  and  which  I assume  you  will 
attend,  and  I have  been  asked  to  be  a discussant  to  this  presentation, 
partly  because  of  my  legal  background  and  partly  because  they  antici- 
pate  (I  believe  it  is  Reines)  that  the  presentation  will  be  in  favor 
of  the  ACLU  stand,  and  they  know  that  my  feelings  run  somewhat  counter 
to  that.  I don't  believe  a vote  is  planned.  I certainly  hope  not  be- 
cause  it  could  well  be  that  the  Commission  would  vote  in  favor  of  the 
ACLU  position  and  I think  that  this  would  be  a disaster  for  the  Commission 
and  create  a mighty  and  wasteful  storm  within  the  Reform  Movement.  It  is 
a no-win  situation. 


In  any  event,  some  serious  thinking  will  have  to  be  done  on  our  part 
because,  as  ambivalent  as  we  may  be,  and  as  torn  apart  as  we  may  be, 

I wonder  if  we  can  remain  completely  silent  on  this.  If  nothing  else, 
we  owe  it  to  our  members  to  offer  guidance  to  them  as  they  seek  to  guide 
their  own  agonized  congregants  and  communities. 


Let's  talk  further  in  Cincinnati,  if  not  before.  All  good  wishes.

met  with  resentment,  not  because  the  girls  w^ere^part  of  the  Temple  (they 


were)  or  they  had  commited  some  crime(  none  had  been  commited)  but  only 


because  they  were  females.  I do  not  think  this  is  either  right  or  just.Jn  an 
age  when  jewish  youth  is  noticcabl.^^  absent  from  the  Synagogue,  we  can  ill  qfforji 


to  continue  to  alianate  one  half  of  the  jewish  youth. 

This  issue  me  to  think  more  deeply  on  the  matter  and  it  immediately  occure 


to  me  that  we  know  very  little  about  the  Jewish  Women  in  the  content  of  our 
tradition.  We  all  know  the  SS^  Mothers,  some  even  know  Miriam  , Delilah  and 


Esther  , but  who  can  identify  Gluckel  of  Hammeln,  or  Beruriah  or  the 

Daughters  of  Rashi.  All  are  important,  but  we  do  not  know  them,  because 

judaism  is  a man  centered  religion;  all  originates  and  emantes  fr^man  and  we 
to 

never  look  jEax  women  for  answers  and^  as  a matter  of  fact,  we  resent  her 
questions . Talmud  tells  us  about  a woman  who  came  to  a Rabbi  to  ask  why 

different  punishments  where  meted  out  to  those  who  stood  at  the  golden  calf. 
The  Rabbi  answered,  that  it  is  better  to  burn  the  words  of  the  Torah,  than  to 


give  them  to  a woman.  She  had  better  apply  herself  to  spinning,  weaving  but 
not  Torah. 

This  is  our  general ־ a^itude  to  woman.  By  tradition  she  needs  to  observe  only  kh 
three  positive  comfiyidments : Chala,  Mikwah,  and  Neros.  The  result  is,  that 
a woman  can  cook,  set  the  table,  clean,  and  light  candles  but  not  be  counted 
as  part  of  the  minyan  for  prayer  for  the  very  religious  observance  she  has 
been  preparing  for.  A woman  was  classified  with  minors  , deaf  mutes  and  idiots 
and  could  not  serve  as  a witness;  in  another  cont־C^t  she  was  classified 


with  gamblers  , usurers,  and  Pi׳§eon- flyers . Ihis  of  course  was  part  of  the 
middle  ages,  but  the  ster40»>type  carries  thru  to  this  dayx  and  age.

Our  text  books  show  girls  having  a totally  diifferent  function  from  boys  as 
jews. A boy  comes  to  Synagogue  with  his  father,  joins  him  in  prayer,  reads 
the  Torah,  blows  the  Shofar,  but  a girl  only  bakes^  chala^  prepares  supper 
and  lights  candles,  but  she  is  never  seen  with  he^  mother  in  the  Synagogue. 

It  came  to  a point,  especially  in  earlier  years  , where  jewish  women  would  work 
so  the  husband  could  study  and  as  a result  the  Synagogue  became  an  exclusive 
sort  of  mans  club.  As  a matter  of  fact,  if  you  think  about  it  a woman  is  not 
at  any  major^ function  and  children  are  not  associated  with  woman  except  that

they  follow  the  religion  of  the  mother.  A mother  is  not  at  ־^abris,  has  no 


roles  at  a Bar  MizVah  and  when  ever  a child  is  named  in  the  hebrew  tradition 

both  boy  and  girl  is  identified  vä&i  the  father.  The  ultimate  dSgradgtion 

can  be  seen  in  the  blessing  recited  by  every  or'^dox  man  each  morning,

To  end  this  part  of  our  discussion  and  to  indicate  how  this 

situation  is,  we  must  realize  that  Esther^ one  of  our  most  important 
Women,  because  she  is  a woman  could  not  have  been  counted  as  part  of  a 
min'^an  at  she  mourned  one  o^er  own.  But  Haman^had  he  converted  , would 
immediately  have  been  '«^sappted  in  the  congregation. 

No  wonder  thQ^,  that  during  the  middle  ages  rebel״£ion  set  in.  Some  woman  put  on 
Tiffil4n,  Tsits^  observed  the  fast  of  the  first  born  at  Pessach  time 
and  reclined  at  the  Seder  table.  One  Rabbi  included  his  daughter  as  part 
of  a minian  XXXXK  in  the  blessing  after  the  meal,  and  all  of  the  wom^n  demanded 
the  right  to  be  called  to  the  Torah.  This  right  was  not  granted,  but  it

The  trouble  b,  that  woman,  for  ex^ample  our  Sisterhood,  who  provide  great 
financial  support  are  limited  to  serving  tea,  cookies  and  making  sandwiches 
but  are  not  included  in  our  religious  life.  Even  the  conservative  movement! 
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certainly  not  known  for  its  radicalism,  now  legally  after  much  debate  and 
soul  searching  counts  woman  as  part  of  the  minian  and  calls  them  to  the  Torah, 
This  practice  has  been  a part  of  our  movement  for  years,  but  not  in  our

congregation.  We  too,  are  due  for  ^thange: in 


the  mj^en,  participate  in  the  service,  hold  elective  office  and  now  serve 
on  the  ritual  committee.  I always  count  woman  in  a minian,  because  I feel 
it  is  unjust  to  deny  a kaddish  to  a family  , when  ten  men  are  not  present. 

In  our  own  movement  we  already  have  a Woman  Rabbi  and  Cantor  but  my  wishes 
and  ideas  are  somewhat  more  limited.  We  who  change  the  prayer  book  both 
or^dox  and  reformat  and  the  Hagadah  at  will,  why  do  we  not  permit  woman  to 
carry  the  gorah,  for  example,  on  Simchaj  Thorah?  Is  it  such  a terrible  thing”?^ 
Xn  the  year. to  come,  the  issue  of  Batymizwah  will  also  come  to  the  fort. 
and  this  congregation  will  be  confronted  with  the  issue.  A girl  over  the

age  of  13  who  has  studied  with  Rabbi  and  Cantor,  who  knows  more  history, 
tradition,  and  prayers,  than  most  adults,  why  must  she  be  denied  the  essence 
of  jewish  maturity:  being  called  to  the  Torahj  The  negative  argumenf’It  has 
never  been  done  before"  is  no  excuse;  We  had  never  an  atomic  bomb  before,  we 
had  never  a cure  for  polio  before,  etc.  We  must  answer  the  injustice  and 
inequality  of  womans  place  in  our  jewish  societ^ith  l^gic  and  reason. 

“Ehis  issue  will  come  to  the  ritual  committee  and  to  the  congregation  and 
I hope  to  hear  your  views  after  the  service.

Let  us  be  with  the  times,  and  even  in  the  foi^ront  to  ^Rultiva 
and  embrace  all  Jews  for  the  greatness  of  our  faith  and  for  the  strength  of  our 
Congregation.

Reflections  on  Cantor-Emeritias  Henry  Ehrenberg 
by  Robert  P.  Mtchell

One  brisk  Friday  evening  in  the  Fall  of  1964,  I made  my  way  fran 
Riverside  Drive  to  164th  Street  and  Hebrew  Tabernacle.  The  door  bell  was 
answered  by  a rather  short  man  who  smiled  broadly  when  I asked  for  Cantor 
Henry  Ehrenberg.  "You  here  to  sing?"  he  inquired  in  a distinct  Spanish  accent. 

I nodded  nervously  as  he  directed  me  down  a long  flight  of  stairs,  across 
a small  auditorium,  and  up  a narrow  flight  to  a landing  where  we  encountered 
a very  distinguished  looking  gentleman.  ״Zee  Cahntor,"  pointed  my  guide, 
as  he  faded  from  the  scene.  ״Thank  you,  Raoul,"  came  the  boaxiing  reply  from 
ray  host.  He  turned  to  me,  ״Are  you  the  tenor?"  "Yes,  sir."  (We  had  manners 
in  those  days!)  "Have  you  ever  sung  in  temple  before?"  "Oh,  yes,  sir."  (This 
was  not  a lie:  I had  sung  the  High  Holidays  in  Brooklyn  the  week  past,  ray 
first  experience  in  tenple  work. ) But  he  questioned  me  no  further,  and  led 
me  up  yet  another  flight  of  stairs  to  what  looked  like  an  attic  closet  of 
some  sort.  There  he  introduced  me  to  the  organist,  f־lr.  Seyfert;  the  soprano, 
Janet  Bosler  (she  and  Edgar  were  not  yet  married);  the  mezzo,  Marjorie 
Rivingston;  and  the  bass,  Edgar  Greene.  I had  to  crawl  over  them  all  to  get 
to  my  seat.  Janet  sat  next  to  me  and  immediately  took  charge.  ״Do  you  know 
German?"  "Oh,  sure."  (That  was  a lie!)  ״Then  read  this  like  German  and  you 
won't  have  a problem,"  pointing  to  the  music  in  front  of  me. 

After  the  service.  Cantor  Ehrenberg  asked  me  if  I could  come  the  next 
iixDming.  (I  had  been  hired  only  for  that  Friday  evening.)  I said,  "No  problem 
- what  time?"  "10:15,  but  be  here  by  10:00."  (No  rehersals  in  those  days!) 
After  that  service,  he  invited  me  for  the  following  Friday  evening. 

Following  that  Friday  evening  service,  he  again  asked  me  if  I could 
make  it  the  following  Saturday  morning.  Sure.  At  the  conclusion  of  that 
service  he  asked  me  to  caiie  back  the  next  Friday.  At  the  end  of  THAT  Friday 
service,  he  came  up  the  stairs  (not  his  usual  custom)  to  talk  to  us.  He  looked 
at  Janet  and  asked,  ״What  do  you  think?"  Her  reply  was  not  overly  enthusiastic 
but  apparently  it  inspired  him  enough.  He  turned  to  me  and  said,  ״Would  you 
like  to  stay  on  permanently?"  and  the  rest,  as  they  say,  is  history.  I had 
just  survived  what  we  might  call  an  on-the-job  audition,  and  I never  looked 
back!  Of  course,  I did  not  intend  to  stay  23  years,  because  I was  to  be  the 
next  Jussi  Bjoerling.  (Pavarotti  was  still  in  Italy!)  But  stay  I did! 

Cantor  Ehrenberg  always  treated  us  with  the  utmost  respect  and  kindness. 
He  was  concerned  for  our  safety,  and  always  worried  cibout  my  parking  down 
the  hill  on  Riverside  Drive.  When  the  synagogue  moved  to  its  present  location, 
he  was  distressed  at  the  parking  problem  for  me.  (I  was  the  only  one  who 
traveled  by  car  at  that  time.)  Up  until  his  retirement,  every  Friday  evening 
he  would  have  his  car  parked  on  Cabrini  Boulevard.  I would  ring  the  bell 
and  he  would  come  down  and  put  his  car  in  the  garage  so  that  I would  have 
a hassle-free  parking  space.  On  some  occasions,  if  he  was  unable  to  get  a 
parking  space  himself,  he  would  arrange  for  me  to  park  in  the  garage  at  200 
Cabrini.  That's  the  kind  of  gentlenan  he  was!  _ 

He  was  not  only  a gentleman,  he  was  a gentle  man.  I never  heard  an  | 
unkind  word  from  his  lips.  One  time,  when  our  son  Rob  was  about  2 years  old, 
we  brought  him  to  services  on  a Friday  night  because  we  could  not  get  a 
sitter.  We  instructed  him  very  carefully  that  this  was  a religious  service, 
and  that  he  would  have  to  be  very  quiet.  When  Cantor  entered  the  room,  he 
greeted  las  with  his  usual  enthsiasm.  You  all  remember  what  a resonant  voice 
he  had.  Well,  oiu:  little  tovdiead,  with  all  the  pluck  of  a Rattoi,  stood  in 
front  of  the  Cantor,  put  his  finger  across  his  lips,  and  issued  forth  a very 
solemn,  "Shhhhh."  Of  course,  we  nearly  died  of  embarassment,  but  Cantor 
Ehrenberg  stopped  in  his  tracks,  put  his  hand  to  his  mouth,  and  whispered 
back  at  him,  ״Oh,  I'm  sorry!"  Later  we  all  laughed,  but  we  couldn't  at  the 
time,  because  Rob  was  very  serious.  Thereafter,  whenever  we  would  meet  Cantor 


V at  any  social  event,  he  always  greeted  us  with  a mock  "Shhhhhl"  He  never 
forgot  that  incident , and  Paula  to  this  day  tells  this  story . Cantor  was 
utterly  charmed  by  children. 

One  last  story:  Sometime  back  in  the  70 's.  Cantor  and  I were  discussing 
religion,  as  both  of  us  were  fond  to  do.  He  said  something  vdiich  I have  never 
forgotten.  ״You  know,"  he  began,  "we  both  worship  the  same  God.  I have  always 
believed  that  there  is  more  that  binds  us  than  separates  las."  That  thought 
stopped  me  in  ray  tracks.  It  got  me  to  tliinking,  down  through  the  years,  about 
Jewish-Christian  relations,  so  that  when  ray  wife  suggested  to  me  one  day 
a couple  of  years  ago  that  I attend  seminary,  I blurted  out,  ״Hey!  That|s 
a great  idea.  I can  study  Hebrew  and  Jewish-Christian  relations."  Well,  that's 
exactly  what  I'm  doing.  At  age  53  I began  work  on  my  ftosters  degree,  and 
hope  some  day  to  study  Hebrew  at  a Jewish  saninary.  Little  did  C^tor 
Ehrenberg  realize  vrfiat  he  set  in  motion  that  day  so  long  ago!  I have  written 
a paper  on  anti-Semitism  in  the  church,  which  I hope  some  day  to  turn  into 
a book  on  the  subject,  and  I can  think  of  no  better  way  to  honor  his  memory 
than  to  dedicate  the  book  to  him. 

Thank  you,  Henry,  for  all  your  love  and  concern,  thank  you  for  being 

a model  for  me,  and  for  each  one  of  us. 

Thank  you.  Rabbi  Lehman,  for  all  your  encouragement  and  suggestions 

about  books  to  read. 

And  thank  you,  Hebrew  Tabernacle,  for  the  oEportunity  of  learning  ^ut 
Judaism,  both  through  the  music  and  services,  and  through  the  many  friends 
I have  made  down  through  the  years.  God  bless  each  one  of  you,  and  Shalom!

For  huמd^eds,  perhaps  thousards  of  Jewish  boys  November  12,  1938 
must  have  beer  ar  urforget table  day,  ore  whose  trauma  would  rever  leave 
them.  For  years  they  had  beer  studyirg  ard  awaitirg  their  Bar  Mltzvah 
date  but  row,  sudderly  ard  Ir  ar  atmosphere  of  hate  ard  hurt  the  Syra- 
gogues  ro  lorger  existed.  Durlrg  the  right  of  NoV׳e*Dber  9 - 10th  most 
of  these  bulldlrgs  had  gore  up  Ir  flames,  mary  heads  of  families  had 
beer  taker  to  prlsors  or  oorcertratlor  camps!(,  the  future  was  bleak 
ard  urcertalr  at  best.  Families  still  together  gathered  for  the  Bar 
Mltzvah  ceremory  Ir  hHass^lvlrg  rooms,  cellars,  ever  attics,  mostly  the 
curtairs  were  drawr  for  fear  of  outside  forces;  Ir  mary  Irstarces,  the 
family  turmoil  was  so  great,  the  relatives  so  dlstrought,  the  iaale  heads 
of  families  scattered,  the  rabbi  Iraccesslble  so  that  the  lorg-plarred 
ard  eagerly  awaited  ceremory  simply  could  rot  take  place.  To  this  day 
there  are  those  who  still  bear  the  xcar  of  this  omlsslor;  they  were 

rever  Bar  Mltzvah. 

This  exhibit  Is  a tribute  to  the  Syragogues  ir  which  these  «ere- 
morles  were  to  have  taker  place.  They  represert  some  of  the  flrest 
architecture  of  the  time;  destroyed  durlrg  that  fateful  right  row 
krowr  as  " Kris tallrach*'^ the  fiftieth  arrlversary  of  which  we.  commemorate 
trhls  year.

of  a vacuum  wrorg•  Nothirg  happers  in  is<^atior•  Haul  Hilberg 

haä  adequately  defined  the  history  of  arti-semitism  ir  Germany  as  go- 

ing  back  to  the  earliest  Fiddle  Ages;  the  parallels  he  cites  between 

the  early  Church  Laws  against  the  Jews  and  the  Nuremberg  Laws  of  1935 
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are  remarkable  and  precise  • But  there  were  those  who  even  in  that 

context  of  ever  more  restrictive  laws,  wanted  to  peשain  closed  of  eye 

and  ear,  who  wanted  the  illusion  of  living  in  safety,  who  could  not  un- 

derstand  nor  comprehend  the  fate  that  awaited  them•  Those  are  the  people 

who  did  not  read  Mein  Kampf  or  shrugged  it  off  as  the  message  and  aaav- 

ing  of  a lunatic-fanatic,  nor  were  they  the  ones  who  learned  from  the 

elections  of  1933,  the  April  1st  boycott  of  all  Jewlshly  owned  stores 

1ט  I92j,  We  can  go  back  even  further:  Martin  Luther  was  surely  one 

of  those  who  set  the  tone  of  anii-Jewish  bigotry,  in  the  !?th  century 

the  Oberaramergau  festival  enhanced  that  negative  spirit  and  if  that 

were  not  sufficient  Shakespeare's  Shylock  had  its  German  antecedent

based  on  the  Faust  legend,  anonymous  and  published  in  158?  : Faust 
comes  to  a Jew  to  borrow  money.  The  money  is  lent  but  only  if  the  se- 
curlty  is  one  of  Fausts  legs.  It  is  then  sawed  off  but  can  not  be  re- 
turned  when  Faust  comes  to  redeem  his  pledge!  By  comparison,  Shylock 
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who  merely  demahded  a pound  of  flesh,  w־,s  a Milquetoast. 

But  attitudes  seemed  to  change  in  the  18th  century  and  the  Jew  of 

central  Surope  began  the  slumber  which  would  lead  him  Into  a deep  sleep 

to  be׳^wakened,  with  a start,  at  the  time  of  Kplstallnaoht  a century- 

and-a-half  later.  The  era  of  the  ünllghtenraent  with  Moses  Mendelssohn 

as  Its  representative  figure,  augmented  by  ^ihls  Christian  friend  Lessing, 

the  me-jlng  of  the  two  forces  In  the  popular  play  "Nathan  the  Wise",  all 

®ated  a new  spirit  of  tolerance  and  mutual  understanding.  Jews  and 

airmans  began  to  com«  together.  In  the  salons  of  Berlin  especially;  it 

signified  a mutuality  which  led  to  dangerous  illusions  regarding  the 
rature  of  the  people. 

It  was,  however.  In  the  19th  century  that  tensions  truly  came  Into 
focus,  helped  by  political,  economic  as  well  as  social  forces.  There 
seems  no  question  that  the  principles  of  emancipation  enunciated  by  the 
Napoleonic  forces  filtered  even  into  Germany  and  remained  as  part  of 
the  local  states.  This,  all  the  more  so,  as  the  Conf e<teratlon  of  the 
Shine  brought  those  areas  to  the  left  of  the  river  into  the  french  He- 
public  and,  by  deflrition,  established  for  f ,e  Jews  a status  of  freedom, 
as  well  as  citizenship  in  most  Instances.  And  the  Jews  were  ready  to

be  "Germans"  but  in  this  frame  of  r.^,renoe  we  have  the 
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c0T]tent.  Some,  In  order  to  attain  greater  place  In  German  society, 

used  the  way  of  conversion,  notably  Heine  and  Boern.  Others  ^elt  that 
they  could  be  good  Germans  all  the  while  practicing  their  faith  in  the 
old,  traditional  manner  while  a third  group  of  Jews,  while  wanting  to 
retain  their  Jewishness,  felt  that  certain  thi^  had  to  change:  patterns 
of  speech,  manner  of  clothing,  type  of  worship  service,  etc.  In  1809, 
for  example,  in  Baden,  the  Supreme  Jewish  Israelite  Council  desired  to 
change  patterns  of  Jewish  education  so  that  Jews  could  attain  the  same

cultural  and  spiritual  standards  as  others.  It  was  in  the  sense  of 
this  last  option  that  we  saw  the  emergence  of  new  movements:  Germans 
oß  the  Mosaic  Faith,  as  well  as  the  early  Reformers  who,  in  Berlin  for 
example,  reduced  the  prayerbool^  for  the  year  to  a slim  volume  with  per- 
haps  a half-doxen  Hebrew  phrases  and  with  a great  deal  of  time  for  the 
preacher  to  expound  the  new  doctrine.  The  idea  was  to  renounce  ethnic 
distinctl vemens  so  that  the  German  Jew  might  "fit  ln")(yan  attitude 
countered  with  yet  another  group  led  by  Samson  Raphael  Harsch,  later 
known  as  the  founder  of  "neo-orthodoxy" . 


BןJt  the  forces  of  the  real  world,  the  political  world,  would  not 
permit  Judaism  to  be  isolated;  the  effects  ofl  the  outside  worked  their 
way  into  the  areas  of  concern  of  those  on  the  inside.  Napoleon  had  been

defeated  and  ne»  forces  were  now  unleashed  upon  the  European  continent 

and  all  to  some  extent  casting  their  shadows  upon  the  Jewish  scene.  In 

the  one  Instance,  the  Congress  left  Jews  with  some  rights  In  Individual 

states  but  some,  keeping  the  letter  If  not  the  spirit  of  the  earing 

laws  of  liberalism,  jskaKgsdxths "repealed"  but  did  not '*cancel  the  statutes 

c^the  government  Constitutions..  But  there  Is  no  denying  the  fact  that 

as  f^byproduct  of  the  Congress  a מew  era  of  German  nationalism  came  to 

the  fore,  looking  askance  at  all  those  who  might  appear  different  from 

the  norm:  namely,  the  Jew.  The  Jews,  of  course,  were  not  the  only  group 

that  failed  to  understand  the  chauvenlsm  but  for  the  Jews  It  proved  to 

be  a fatal  mistake.  This  Image  of  the  Jews  as  "different"  or  "01׳^slders" 

was  further  enhanced  by  the  fact  lhat  the  membership  of  the  e.3^y  social- 

Ists  included  a number  of  Jews;  Karl  Marx,  Ferdinand  Lasalle,and  Moses 

Hess  even  went  so  far  as  to  publish  a book  which  urged  Jess  to  look  to 

Palestine  as  their  home  rather  than  a symbolic  Berlin.  If  that  were 

to  be  the  case,  then  those  Individuals  were  really  more  "Jews"  than  "Ger-

mans"  which  In  some  was  a contradiction  In  terms.  Hess'  book 

was  an  antecedent  of  Heril ' g Judenstaat;  his  title:  Rome  ajnd  Jerusalem. 

1מ  this  manner  there  arose  a conflict  within  Jewish  society  which 
contrasted  a rationalist  and  a romatlc  Image  of  the  Jew  within  Germany.

For  the  Germar , raticralism  became  ar  ethical  imperative,  a means  of  de- 

veldping  ones  own  (Germanic)  personalityj  the  Teutonic,  the  German  sOll, 

the  Christian  faith  became  intertwined•  Jews  needed  "Bildung"  ("Culture") 
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to  be  accepted;  "the  people  of  Abraham  were  fighting  upward  to  humanity"  • 
In  that  spirit,  Jews  embraced  the  personification  of  the  new  German 
spirit:  Goethe  in  literature  and  Wagner  in  music..  They  felt  that  this 
c^ture  of  the  dawn  of  the  new  day  would  serve  as  a bridge  to  a new  and

--/i  hate,  the  totality  of  their  destruction.  The  Jewish  population  grew 
but  was  never  a significant  statistic  in  German  life;  even  at  the  end 
of  the  18th  century,  Jews  lived  in  scattered  small  communities  with,  per- 
haps,  no  more  than  a dozen  families  in  each  of  these  communities.  The 
large  cities  held  perhpps  a hundred  or  two  hundred  families,  again  total- 
ing  no  more  than  two  thousand  souls.  The  19th  century,  of  course,  saw  a 
movement  toward  the  large  cl  ties  as  industrialization  became  a major 
factor  in  the  emerging  economic  life  of  the  country;  Jews  were  a part 
of  this  process^at  the  same  time  «-  their  numbers  were  augmented  by  in- 
creased  Jewish  Immigration  from  the  East.  But  this  trend  brought  with 
it  many  changes:  Jews  entered  professions,  obtained  education,  became  a 
major  factor  in  the  merchant  class,  established  themselves  as  bankers 
and  as  they  settled  into  their  communities,  established  Synagogues.

HEMSBACH 


This  cotnmunity  of  approximately  40  families  was  situated  in  the 
southern  portion  of  Germany;  its  primary  livelihood  was  in  agriculture. 

At  the  same  time,  a cigar  factory,  as  well  as  wheat  and  flour  mills  were 
in  Jewish  hands  and  employed  several  hundred  workers. 

The  distinction  of  this  Synagogue,  built  in  1843  and  dedicated  in 
1846  was  its  relationship  to  Karl  Meyer  Rothschild,  bom  1788  in 
Frankfurt,  the  son  of  Maier  Amschel  and  Gutta  Schnapper  Rothschild.  This 
noble  family  built  a summer  mansion  in  Hemsbach  and,  while  living  there, 
supported  the  Jewish  community  and  the  building  of  its  new  Synagogue. 

The  Synagogue  was  destroyed  in  1938.  After  the  war,  the  building 
was  used  as  a mattress  factory  and  as  a dormitory  for  Turkish  workers. 

It  was  rebuilt  in  1984,  dedicated  in  1987  although  there  are  no  Jews 
living  in  Hemsbach  today.

HAMBURG 


The  Jews  who  settled  in  this  major  seaport  were  Sephardim, 
probably  Marranos  from  Spain  and  Portugal  who  chose  to  flee  at  the 
end  of  the  16th  century.  By  1611,  there  were  three  Sephardic  com- 
munities  which  combined  into  one  congregation  in  1652. 

A decade  earlier,  Ashkenazim  had  begunjto  settle  in  Hamburg  and 
had  built  their  own  first  synagogue.  This  small  number  was  augmented 
in  1648  by  refugees  from  the  Ukraine  and  Poland;  in  1656  by  refugees 
from  Vilna.  In  1930,  the  Portugese  Synagogue,  the  last  Sephardic 
Synagogue  in  Germany,  was  absorbed  by  the  Ashkenazim. 

The  Hamburg  Jewish  community,  in  large  measure,  realized  the 
dangers  early:  between  1933  and  1937,  over  5000  Jews  emigrated.  In 
October  1938,  1000  Polish  Jews  were  expelled  and  in  1938  also,  in 
November,  the  synagogues  were  destroyed. 

The  Bornplatz  Synagogue  depicted  here  was  built  in  1906  and 
destroyed  in  1938.  Almost  8000  Hamburg  Jews  died  due  to  Nazi 
persecution.

HANOVER 


At  the  end  of  the  13th  century,  as  the  city  prepared  to 
expand  its  economic  base,  the  Duke  sought  moneylenders  and  offered 
protection.  In  1303,  a law  was  passed  which  "prohibited  molestation 
of  Jews  by  word  or  deed". 

At  the  beginning  of  the  17th  century,  a synagogue  was  built  in 
the  "new"  city  of  Hanover  but  it  was  destroyed  by  the  local  burghers. 

A later  synagogue  was  permitted  only  because  it  was  part  of  a private 
home. 

The  structure  depicted  here  was  built  in  1870,  enlarged  in  1900 
and  destroyed  in  1938.  Hanover  had  over  5000  Jews  in  1910  and  retained 
2200  in  1939;  earlier  it  was  one  of  the  ten  largest  Jewish  communities 
in  Germany  with  over  twenty  cultural  and  welfare  institutions  which 
helped  train  and  prepare  for  emigration. 

Sixty-six  survivors  returned  after  the  war;  in  1963,  a new 
synagogue  was  dedicated.

NUREMBERG 


The  main  Synagogue  was  built  in  1874,  destroyed  in  1938.  Jews 
were  first  mentioned  in  1146  but  faced  a period  of  deportation  as  early 
as  1498,  not  to  return  officially  until  1850  when  a Jew  was  first  given 
citizenship.  At  the  end  of  the  19th  century,  the  Jewish  community  had 
almost  2000  members  and  by  1910  there  were  over  7000  members  so  that  a 
second  large  Synagogue,  and  cemetery,  were  needed. 

This  was  the  city  which  pitted  lectures  by  Hermann  Cohen  and  Ismar 
Elbogen  against  a rampant  anti-semitism,  most  notably  the  vicious  news- 
paper,  ״Der  Stuermer",  published  by  Julius  Streicher  in  Nuremberg  since 
1923. 

Jewish  life  continued  actively  with  its  own  newspaper  through  1938; 
the  building  of  a new  Synagogue  and  Museum,  as  well  as  a hospital,  were 
still  contemplated  in  these  last  years  but,  obviously,  not  realized. 

The  violent  anti-semitism  came  into  focus  when  the  Synagogue  was  burned 
in  August  1938,  (almost  3 months  before  Kristallnacht!).  By  January  1, 
1940,  there  were  still  over  2600  Jews  in  the  city^  the  first  deportations 
occured  in  October,  1941  and  it  is  reckoned  that  a total  of  1627  souls 
were  lost.

NEUWIED  on  the  RHINE 


This  city  is  part  of  an  industrial  area,  between  Koblenz  and  Bonn;  ־ 
it  is  known  for  a certain  type  of  "sandstone". 

Neuwied  was  founded  in  1653  and  its  1662  City  Charter  promised 
religious  and  personal  freedom  for  present  and  future  generations. 

Soon  Jews  settled  there;  gravestones  date  to  the  17th  century. 

A Jewishly  owned  printing  shop  was  registered  in  1735;  a rabbi, 
school  and  Synagogue  were  active  by  the  end  of  the  18th  century.  By 
the  end  of  the  19th  century,  there  were  400  persons  of  the  Jewish  faith  but, 
after  World  War  II,  only  6 returned.  The  Synagogue  was  destroyed  in  1938 
with  a memorial  marker  noting  its  place. 

In  1984,  an  Israeli  Youth  Group  went  to  Neuwied  and  in  1985  , twenty- 
five  youngsters  from  Neuwied  went  to  Israel,  not  as  tourists  but  to  further 
a concept  of  understanding.

DUISBURG 


This  city  is  located  near  the  Belgian/Holland  borders  and 
is  known  for  the  largest  inland  harbor  in  Germany,  where  the  Ruhr 
River  flows  into  the  Rhine.  Consequently,  it  is  a city  of  major 
industrial  importance. 

Jews  have  always  been  part  of  the  economy.  The  main  Synagogue 
was  dedicated  in  1875  with  a parade  of  Torah  scrolls  through  the 
streets  of  the  city;  the  congregation  was  served  by  rabbis  and 
cantors  from  the  surrounding  area  until,  in  1905  the  first  full  time 
rabbi  took  office.  He  remained  until  deported  to  Terecin,  where  he 
died  in  1942. 

In  1930,  there  were  over  3000  Jewish  members  of  the  community, 
by  1939  only  841.  The  Synagogue  was  destroyed  in  1938.

WIESBADEN 


Just  prior  to  the  Nazi  times,  there  were  3200  Jewish  inhabitants 
in  this  ancient  city  which  dates  back  to  Roman  times^with  its  more 
modern  outlines  defined  in  the  13th  century.  It  boasted  many  Jewish 
philanthropic  organizations,  a Zionist  group  as  early  as  1900  and,  by 
Kristallnacht,  Synagogues  of  varied  backgrounds:  liberal,  orthodox, 
eastern-Jewish  ' , etc.  One  Synagogue  was  open  even  after  Kristallnacht, 
until  the  last  transport  on  August  29,  1942,  at  4 A.M. 

The  Synagogue  depicted  here  is  of  Moorish/Oriental  style,  dedicated 
in  1896;  on  the  previous  evening,  a special  concert  was  held  in  honor  of 
the  occasion  with  King  William  I in  attendance.  It  was  destroyed  in  1938. 

A further  point  in  history:  this  Synagogue  had  an  organ  and  confirmed 
girls;  one  of  the  inaugural  speakers  was  Abraham  Geiger.  As  a result  of  the 
״•liberal"  tendencies,  several  of  the  older  generation  refused  to  participate 
in  the  service  and  formed  an  orthodox  nucleus.  The  original  Synagogue, 

(1826)  , with  two  hundred  seats  was  funded  in  part  by  the  Rothschilds  of 
Frankfurt .

HEILBRONN 


This  city,  situated  in  an  industrial  area  in  the  south  of  Germany, 
had  its  first  Jewish  families  mentioned  in  official  records  as  early  as 
1298,  at  which  time  a pogrom  against  the  Jews  took  place.  A synagogue 
was  built  in  1357  although  citizenship  was  not  granted  to  Jews  until 
1830. 

The  Synagogue  depicted  here  was  dedicated  in  1877  when  the  community 
already  boasted  over  six  hundred  members;  it  was  destroyed  in  1938  but 
the  rubble  was  not  cleared  (for  reasons  not  readily  discernible)  until 
February  1940. 

The  last  rabbi,  Harry  Heimann,  emigrated  to  America  in  December  1938 
and  was  present  in  1985  to  dedicate  a memorial  plaque  at  the  site  where 
the  Synagogue  once  stood,  today  an  area  which  houses  movie  theaters. 

In  1985,  Rabbi  Lehman  spoke  in  the  Kilianskirche  in  a spirit  of 
reconciliation  at  the  invitation  of  the  municipal  officials.

BOCHUM 


This  city  is  located  in  the  Ruhr  area  and  had  a Jewish  population 
since  the  14th  century^  its  own  Synagogue  and  school  in  1594.  The 
community  grew  from  7 families  with  40  people  in  the  18th  century  to 
700  people  in  the  19th  century^  over  1000  individuals  were  part  of  the 
Jewish  community  in  1933. 

The  Synagogue  was  built  in  1863  and  rebuilt/remodeled  in  1896; 
it  and  the  ”Judenkasino"  (Jewish  Casino?)  on  Wittener  Strasse,  opposite 
the  old  cemetery,  were  destroyed  in  1938. 

The  town  was  noted  for  a particularly  virulent  anti-semitic 
newspaper,  *׳Rote  Erde"  (Red  Earth),  which  advocated  adherence  to  the 
Nuremberg  Laws,  from  their  inception  in  1935.

EULOGY  FOR  JUSTIN  WINTER  - MARCH  29,  1989 


I have  the  image  of  Justin  and  Alice  on  national  T.V.,  walking  in  Zurich,  along  the 
Bahnhof Strasse  and  being  characterized  as  a typical  Swiss  couple.  I have  the  image  of 
both  as  gracious  hosts  at  the  Carlyle  Hotel;  I have  the  image  of  Justin  discussing  the 
Cleveland  at  Carnegie  Hall  or  a new  exhibit  at  the  Guggenheim;  I have  a photograph  of 
Justin  affixing  the  Mezuzah  at  our  door  on  Ft.  Washington  Avenue.  All  images  are  valid 
and  my  memory  of  Justin  is  of  an  individual  larger  than  life,  more  than  the  sum  of  his 
parts,  a loyal  and  grateful  American  who  was  the  consummate,  cultured  European  to  his 
fingertips.  He  was  a very  special  person  and  we  are  better  because  of  him,  because  we 
learned  from  him  and  my  respect  for  him  was  boundless. 

He  and  Alice  had  a very  good  life  and  lived  for  each  other  for  almost  40  years;  they  were 

self-sufficient  unto  themselves,  sharing  interests  of  a lifetime.  What  bound  them? 

Art  and  Museums,  Music  and  travel,  the  opera,  painting  dining  out  and  both,  having  begun 
with  nothing  except  their  own  skills  and  industry,  demanded  the  best  of  a full  life  and 
achieved  it. 

Justin  had  a flair  for  living.  He  motivated  others  and  himself  was  a very  successful  man: 
surely  in  business  but  also  he  had  earned  a doctorate  yet  he  was  always  modest,  reticent  and 
never  pushed  his  way  into  the  forefront.  He  earned  the  respect  of  his  friends  and  business 
associates  for  he  was  very  disciplined,  organized,  honest,  bespoke  integrity  and  gave  much 
of  himself  to  others.  At  the  same  time,  he  was  a very  private  person.  He  was  very 

sentimental,  certainly  in  terms  of  his  late  parents;  he  had  courage  in  the  face  of  adversity 

especially  with  his  last  illness  and,  at  all  times,  elicited  the  best  in  others.  We  see  this 
in  terms  of  the  love,  warmth  and  admiration  he  earned  from  his  cousins  in  England  and  Holland, 
from  Regina  and  Sonya  who  took  the  best  care  of  him  both  day  and  night,  and  in  his  friends, 
Elsa,  Paula  and  Henry  who  cared  for  him  and  whose  concern  and  feeling  kept  him  in  his  own 
home  until  the  final  stay,  over  the  past  five  weeks,  in  the  hospital. 

We,  of  the  congregation,  have  lost  a very  good  friend,  member  of  our  Board,  Vice-President  - 
Treasurer,  who  was  charitable  toward  all  our  organizations.  Further,  he  led  us  to  this 
place,  took  care  of  our  move  and  was  an  "official"  in  more  than  title;  in  true  leadership 
and,  as  I paid  tribute  to  him  publicly  in  life,  so  now,  again,  at  the  time  of  his

death:  without  Justin  Winter,  we  could  not  have  come  this  far  nor  be  as  solid,  honored  an 
institution  as  we  are  today.  He  and  Alice  were  members  for  some  40  years;  he  lived  to  be 
83.  Alice  died  just  one  year  ago,  also  in  March.  The  photograph  in  my  possession  links 
him,  links  them  both,  forever  to  what  we  represent.  They  gave  us  the  best.  We  will 
treasure  their  memory  and  be  grateful  always.  Zecher  Tsadik  Livrocho  - "The  memory  of  the 
righteous  is  for  a blessing."

The  CHILDREN'S  CHOIR  of  Worms,  Germany  in 
A SPECIAL  PROGRAM  OF  MUSIC 
FRIDAY,  NOVEMBER  9,  1990  at 
HEBREW  TABERNACLE  CONGREGATION 

German  reunification  in  our  time,  (Oct.  3rd),  should  not  hide  the  past;  the 
destruction  by  the  Nazi  forces  took  place  in  that  very  country,  although  by  an 
earlier  generation,  just  52  years  ago,  on  November  9th,  1938. 

Synagogues  were  destroyed  and,  in  due  time  the  people  of  Jewish  faith  were  dispersed, 
the  majority  being  annihilated.  This  experience  has  particular  poignant  reference  to 
the  former  Children's  Choir  of  the  city  of  Worms,  Germany.  The  choir  was  know^גfor  its 
beautiful  melodies,  for  its  training,  for  its  devotion,  but,  as  events  overwhelmed  the 
community,  it  ceased  to  function. 

But  the  idea  (!)  of  the  Children's  Choir,  the  friendships  formed  and  the  memories 
imprinted  on  young  impressionable  minds,  although  dormant,  did  not  die  and  were  not 
lost.  A few  years  ago,  a small  group  of  this  "Children's  Choir",  now  adults,  began  a 
series  of  personal  contacts  and,  in  due  time,  came  together  to  record  the  melodies  of 
Lewandowski  and  the  other  great  masters  of  liturgical  music  who  shaped  the  tradition  of 
European  synagogues  in  the  19th  and  20th  centuries. 

On  November  9th,  as  part  of  the  annual  "KRISTALLNACHT"  observance  at  the  Hebrew 
Tabernacle  Congregation,  several  of  these  former  members  of  the  Worms  Children's  Choir 
will  come  together  again,  to  sing  the  melodies  of  their  childhood.  They  will  tell  of 
some  of  their  own  personal  experiences  since  leaving  their  home  town  of  Worms,  what  has 
happened  to  them  in  the  meantime,  and  what  has  brought  them  together  again  this  night. 

Further,  in  a very  special  gesture  of  memory,  the  former  cantor  and  teacher  of  this 
Children's  Choir  will  be  present.  He  is  DR.  KURT  WIMER,  who  is  today  Professor  Emeritus 
of  Political  Science  at  East  Stroudsburg  University.  He  will  share  the  pulpit,  introduce 
the  choir  members  and,  together  with  the  Hebrew  Tabernacle's  Cantor,  Robert  M.  Bloch,  will 
lead  the  liturgy. 

The  Hebrew  Tabernacle  Congregation  is  located  at  551  Ft.  Washington  Avenue,  N.Y.C., 
at  185th  Street.  The  service  will  begin  at  8:15  P.M.  and  will  include  suitable  references 
to  the  special  nature  of  the  "Kristallnacht"  observance.  Dr.  Robert  L.  Lehman,  Rabbi 
of  the  congregation,  will  preside.  All  are  welcome.

Spiyer,  Mainz  and  especially 
Worms  are  prominent  in  the  history 
of  Jewish  scholarship.  While  the 
scholars  of  Mainz  were  chiefly 
halachists,  those  of  Worms  com- 
mented  on  Bible  and  Midrash,  and 
composed  piyutim. 

Rabbi  Jacob  ben  Yakar  and  Rabbi 
Isaac  ben  Eleazar  are  said  to  have 
been  the  teachers  of  Rashi  (Rabbi 
Shlomo  ben  Isaac,  10401105־),  the 
most  illustrious  biblical  commenta- 
tor  of  all  time,  during  his  reputed 
stay  as  a student  in  Worms. 

Worms  is  renowned  as  the  seat  of 
the  Chasidei  Ashkenaz— iht  pious 
men  of  Germany,  scholars  such  as 
Menahem  ben  Jacob,  Eleazar  ben 
Judah,  and  Baruch  ben  Meir  and  his 
son,  Meir  Rothenburg.  These  men— 
exemplars  of  an  ascetic  style  of  life, 
of  pious  devotion  and  ethical  con- 
duct— were  forerunners  of  the 
chasidic  and  Musar  movements  of 
the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  cen- 
turies. 

The  most  celebrated  of  these  scho- 
lars  was  Rabbi  Meir  Rothenburg.  In 
1286,  he  attempted  to  lead  an  aliyaXo 
Eretz  Yisrael.  Emperor  Rudolf 
Habsburg  had  him  arrested  and  kept 
him  prisoner  in  an  Alsatian  castle  for 
seven  years.  His  corpse  was 
redeemed  for  a huge  sum  of  money, 
and  his  bones  were  brought  to 
Worms,  where  his  tomb  and  the 
tomb  of  the  man  who  was  permitted 
to  pay  the  ransom,  Alexander 
Wimpfen,  still  stand  side  by  side 
near  the  entrance  of  the  ancient 
cemetery.  Also  buried  there.

1427,  was  Rabbi  Jacob  ben  Moses 
Moellin,  the  Maharil  — renowned  tal- 
mudist,  rash  yeshiva  and  chazan. 

Legend  has  it  that  Jews  lived  in 
Worms  and  Speyer  in  Roman  times. 
The  first  documented  evidence  of 
their  settlement  dates  from  the  end 
of  the  tenth  century.  At  that  time,  in 
anticipation  of  increased  trade  and 
revenues,  the  local  bishops  granted 
Jewish  settlers  self-government. 

However,  pogroms  broke  out 
during  the  first  crusade  in  1096  and 
again  with  greater  fury  in  1349,  dur- 
ing  the  Black  Death.  An  expulsion 
took  place  in  1615.  In  1689,  all  of 
Worms,  including  the  ghetto,  was  set 
afire  by  the  invading  French  armies. 
During  each  crisis,  the  synagogue 
was  ransacked  and  destroyed,  and 
then  rebuilt.

♦־have  been  built  in  Worms  before  the 
year  1000,  the  first  documented  syn- 
agogue  structure  is  from  the  elev- 
enth  century.  Its  main  building, 
completed  in  1175,  and  the  adjacent 
Frauensynagoge,  completed  in  1213, 
remained  standing  until  1938.  The 
present  building  is  in  the  partly 
romanesque,  partly  gothic  style  of 
the  original. 

On  the  infamous  Kristallnacht  of 
1938,  the  Worms  synagogue  too  was 
set  afire:  The  flames  consumed  the 
interior  and  the  roof.

Frequently,  as  in  Worms, 
the  outer  appearance  of  a restored 
building  is  preserved  while  the  in- 
terior  is  modernized. 

in  Worms,  the  entire  length  of  the 
Judengasse  will  be  preserved— the 
only  preserved  old  Jewish  street  in 
Central  Europe. 

Restoration  of  the  Rashi  Lehrhaus 
is  now  under  way.  In  July  1977, 
representatives  of  the  city  adminis- 
tration,  of  the  Rashi  Lehrhaus  Verein 
in  Mainz,  and  this  writer,  repre- 
senting  the  Rashi  Association  in 
New  York,  met  in  Worms  to  approve 
plans  for  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Rashi  Lehrhaus.  It  was  decided  that 
the  two  upper  floors  of  the  recon* 
structed  building  will  be  reserved  for 
the  city’s  archives;  the  lower  floor 
and  rooms  on  the  cellar  level  will  be 
designated  as  a Jewish  memorial  and 
will  serve  as  a meeting  place.  There 
will  be  space  for  museum  exhibi• 
tions,  a Jewish  library,  and  for  as- 
semblies,  lectures  and  workshops. 

Worms  has  filed  an  application  for 
funding  under  the  Stuedtebaujber- 
i'erungsgcseiz—d  federal  law  which 
provides  support  fo:  urban  projects. 
If  approved,  the  project— at  the  cost 
of  DM  1 ,500,000— will  be  subsidized 
by  the  federal  government  and  the 
Rhineland-Palatinate  state  author- 
ities.  The  City  of  Worms  will  con- 
tribute  DM  300,000  and  the  Mainz 
Jewish  community,  DM  100,000.  The 
remaining  dm  100,000  will  have  to 
be  collected  from  other  sources. 
(One  DM  is  about  50  cents.) 

A number  of  older  houses  in  the 
Judengasse  have  been  restored  rc- 
cently.  The  eighteenth-century 
Gemeindehaus— comnwxmiy  house— 
now  houses  an  educational  advisory 
office  and  parts  of  the  adult  educa- 
tion  operation  of  the  City  of  Worms. 
The  only  regrettable  omission  in  the 
reconstruction  project  is  opposite  the 
Rashi  Synagogue  and  the  Gemeinde- 
haus,  at  the  site  of  the  former  Levy 
Synagogue.

Our  young  generations  are  reluc- 
lant  to  read,  but  eager  to  see.  They 
are  anxious  for  a new  experience.  If 
Jewish  travellers  in  years  to  come 
visit  places  like  Worms  and  Speyer, 
they  will  be  able  to  enter  the  core  of 
the  core  of  the  Jewish  existence. 

In  Worms,  Mainz  a.nd  Speyer 
there  is  also  a lesson  for  the  Gen- 
tiles,  especially  for  German  Gentiles. 
They,  too,  are  eager  to  see;  they 
want  to  learn  what  unites  us  rather 
*h.Tn  what  divides  us.  In  places  such 
as  Worms  and  Speyer,  they  w׳ill  wit- 
ness  part  of  their  own  history.  The 
topic  of  reconstruction  should  com- 
mand  the  attention  of  all  of  us.  □

At  its  meeting  on  June  8,  1972,  the  National  Committee  on 
Maintenance  of  Union  Membership  once  again  reviewed  the  dues 
status  of  Hebrew  Tabernacle. 


Our  Committee  was  disappointed  to  learn  that  the  problems  about 
which  we  wrote  you  on  March  8 have  not  yet  been  resolved,  de- 
spite  the  meetings  which  have  been  held  with  our  regional  rep- 
resentatives . We  regret  to  inform  you  that  our  Committee  found 
it  had  no  alternative  but  to  recommend  a suspension  of  UAHC 
services  to  the  congregation.  This  recommendation  was  approved 
by  the  UAHC  Board  of  Trustees  on  June  11, 

Reinstatement  of  Hebrew  Tabernacle  in  good  standing  with  the 
UAHC  is  dependent  on  your  willingness  to  again  meet  with  our 
regional  leadership  in  order  to  formulate  a plan  leading  to 
full  compliance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Union. 

We  feel  sure  that  Rabbi  Robert  J.  Marx,  your  Regional  Director, 
and  the  members  of  the  New  York  Federation  MUM  Committee  will 
be  happy  to  work  with  you  in  arriving  at  a resolution  of  our 
difficulties.  May  we  urge  you  to  contact  Rabbi  Marx  at  your 
earliest  convenience  to  arrange  such  a meeting. 

It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  an  agreement  will  be  forthcoming  in 
the  near  future  which  will  enable  us  to  lift  the  suspension  of 
services  to  Hebrew  Tabernacle,

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Enclosed  is  a copy  of  the  resolution  that  our  Temple  shall  submit 
for  presentation  to  the  UAHC  Biennial  Convention  to  be  held  in  New  York  City 
in  November,  1973.  We  have  received  from  certain  member  congregations  of 
the  New  Jersey  Region,  a positive  reaction  to  our  attempt  to  change  from  the 
existent  onerous  regressive  tax  to  an  equitable  system  of  taxation.  It  is 
our  intention  to  have  this  resolution  co-sponsored  by  as  many  congregations 
as  possible. 

We  advocate  the  passing  of  this  resolution  not  to  cut  back  on  the 
funds  required  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  national  programs  of  the  UAHC  and 
HUC,  whose  purposes  we  fully  support,  but  rather  for  some  of  the  reasons  as 
follows : 

To  eliminate  the  requirement  to  pay  to  the  UAHC  added 
dues  because  you  spend  more  money  to  improve  the  quality 
of  your  staff,  programs  and  school; 

To  eliminate  the  waste  of  your  time  in  preparation  and 
the  valuable  time  and  monies  of  the  UAHC  in  review  and 
analysis  of  the  cumbersome  form  now  required  in  order 
to  assess  you.  Merely  furnishing  the  number  of  affiliated 
families  would  accomplish  the  same  result; 

To  ease  the  burden  placed  upon  smaller  congregations  faced 
with  fixed  operating  expenses  which  comprise  a large  per- 
centage  of  their  budget;  and 

To  eliminate  a system  of  taxation,  which  by  its  very 
nature  encourages  "imaginative  accounting  practices". 

We  enlist  your  support  on  this  issue  and  request  you  signify  your 
approval  by  adding  your  name  as  another  co-sponsor  of  this  resolution.  In 
order  for  all  sponsors'  names  to  be  included  in  the  submission  to  the  reso- 
lutions  committee  we  must  receive  your  reply  of  endorsement  no  later  than 
July  27,  1973.

On  February  4,  1974,  Mr.  Seymour  E.  Sims  wrote  to  you  requesting 
that  you  submit  to  the  UAHC  office  a copy  of  your  1972  audit. 

More  than  the  normal  90  days  is  being  allowed  for  submission  of 
your  1973  audit  in  •order  to  allow  yoLxr  accountants  time  to 
complete  the  report. 

The  1972  report  has  not  been  received  in  this  office  as  of  this 
date.  Under  separate  cover,  a copy  of  our  MUM-1  form  is  being 
sent  to  you.  You  may  either  complete  the  form  and  return  it  to 
this  office  or  submit  a copy  of  your  1972  audit  or  operating 
statement  in  lieu  of  completing  all  but  Part  A and  question  #39 
of  the  form  itself . 

Submission  of  fiscal  information  is  a mandatory  requirement  of 
membership  in  the  UAHC.  Your  temple  has  now  far  exceeded  the 
normal  90  days  after  the  close  of  a fiscal  year  allowed  for 
completion  of  the  report.  We  subsequently  have  no  basis  upon 
which  to  establish  the  temple's  dues. 

In  the  absence  of  fiscal  information,  it  is  our  established 
policy  to  estimate  a temple's  dues  at  the  national  average  rate 
of  $35  per  member.  If  your  temple's  report  has  not  been  received 
by  the  end  of  the  month,  we  will  have  no  alternative  to  implemen- 
ting  this  policy.

Dear  Mr.  Balch: 

1 refer  today  to  your  letter  of  March  13,  1974  and,  first  of  all,  I 
wish  to  apologize  that  I didn't  answer  earlier  but  unfortunately  I had 
an  accident  and  had  to  stay  at  home  for  the  last  two  and  one  half  weeks. 

I fully  understand  your  situation  and  your  request  to  be  advised  as  to 
the  1972  figures  which  were  not  given  to  you  as  yet. 

1 am  pleased  to  enclose  herewith  now  comparative  statements  of  operating 
income  and  operating  e:q>enses  for  both  years  ending  December  31,  1972  and  ^ 

1973,  together  with  the  estimate  for  both  years  which  were  made  in  advance. 

These  figures  should  give  you  a clear  picture  about  our  financial  situation. 

Let  me  point  out  to  you  that  the  Hebrew  Tabernacle  found  itself  in  an 
extremely  difficult  situation  during  the  past  year.  We  were  located  in  an 
area  which  had  changed  so  drastically  that  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  remain 
there.  We  had  lost  membership,  we  had  lost  attendance  to  the  service  because 
our  people  were  simply  afraid  to  go  into  the  West  161st  Street  area.  We  were  Vx 
looking  for  another  location  in  order  to  remain  alive  and  we  found,  after 
nttich  searching,  a new  building  at  551  Fort  Washington  Avenue.  We  bought  this 
building  but  we  have  to  make  a lot  of  alterations  and  changes  in  order  to  adapt 
this  building  for  our  purposes  and  to  conduct  proper  religious  services.  Not 
only  has  this  purchase  depleted  our  cash  reserves  to  a very  great  extent,  but 
we  are  now  also  burdened  with  a $250,000  purchase  money  mortgage  for  which  we 
have  to  pay  $25,000  every  year  for  interest  and  a small  amortization. 

It  was  difficult  to  find  a purchaser  for  our  old  building  but  finally  ve  succeeded, 
however  at  a price  which  is  way  below  our  book  value.  This  building  was  carried  i 

on  our  books  at  $278,500  and  it  was  sold  for  $150,000.  We  see  that  this  trans- 
action  resulted  in  a very  substantial  loss  of  our  assets.  Of  course,  the  loss 
had  to  be  taken  by  reason  of  the  change  of  neighborhood  and  the  loss  of  property 
values  in  the  161st  Street  section.

We  are  now  trying  to  get  established  in  the  new  area,  which  means  we  have 
to  spend  a lot  of  money  to  attract,  if  possible,  new  members.  We  have  lost 
quite  some  mendbers  due  to  the  move  and  we  have  now  to  see  whether  we  can 
replace  them  with  new  members. 

It  is  needless  to  say,  because  you  know  this  from  yotr  own  experience,  that 
expenses  are  skyrocketing}  not  only  salaries  had  to  be  adjusted  under  a 
cost  of  living  formula  but  we  have  to  pay  so  much  more  for  fuel,  for  electricity 
and  we  have  to  spend  a great  amount  of  money  for  repairs  and  improvements  in 
the  new  building.  While  we  actually  spent  $113,000  in  1973,  our  expense  estimate 
for  the  current  year  1974  is  close  to  $170,000  and  we  do  not  yet  know  how  to 
cover  this  amount.  In  1972  we  lost  more  than  $20,000,  in  1973  we  lost  about 
$16,000•  How  long  we  can  go  on  to  endure  such  losses  we  do  not  know  because 
our  cash  reserves  are  depleting  rapidly. 

I realize  that  we  have  made  an  arrangement  which  is  pointed  out  in  our  letter 
to  you  of  July  13,  1972,  however,  under  the  present  conditions,  I would  like 
to  suggest  to  you  to  give  us  your  understanding  cooperation  and  to  agree  that 
for  the  current  year  1974  the  union  dijes  payable  to  you  should  be  the  same 
as  heretofore,  namely  $250.00  per  month. 

I trust  that  you  and  your  Board  will  go  along  with  this  suggestion,  and  I 
would  greatly  appreciate  your  early  reply.

A Message  to  Our  Congregational  Leaders 

In  presenting  to  our  Congregational  Leaders  this  Financial  Report  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1975,  we  are  mindful 
that  it  is,  in  fact,  an  “Annual  Report  to  Shareholders. 

Above  and  beyond  the  financial  information  contained  herein,  is  the  vital  barometer  of  the  frustrations,  the  strengths, 
the  direction,  the  creativity  and  the  health  of  the  UAHC  - from  which  must  stem  a like  set  of  goals  and  standards  for  our 
constituents.  Reform  Jewish  congregations  and  their  thousands  of  individual  member  families. 

From  a fiscal  point  of  view,  the  operating  year  1974-75  was  a remarkable  one.  Notwithstanding  the  galloping  inflation 
of  which  we  are  all  too  aware,  the  toll  it  has  exacted  in  making  our  doUars  “unreal,”  and  the  enormous  frustrations  that 
economic  conditions  presented  in  requiring  budgeted  predictions  to  work  when  actual  costs  came  in,  we  lived  within  our 
available  means  and  completed  our  year  with  an  operating  deficit  of  less  than  four-tenths  of  one  percent  - repeat:  less 

than  4/10  of  1%!  j ■ 

Carrying  this  fiscal  logic  one  step  further,  were  we  not  constricted  by  a cash-how  problem  which  resulted  in  our 

inabUity  to  reduce  our  indebtedness,  we  might  have  added  the  $50,000  provision  for  debt  reduction  to  the  mintscule 

deficit,  and  even  that  combined  total  would  have  come  to  less  than  2%  of  actual  income,  as  compared  with  budget,  m 

1975  _ again  living  close  to  our  available  means. 

So  much  for  the  financial  statistics  - remarkable  in  their  evidence  of  control  and  management. 

However,  were  this  the  usual  “Annual  Report  to  Shareholders,”  you  would  require  evidences  of  expansion,  market 
development,  acquisitions,  increased  public-service  and  the  countless  other  qualities  that  contribute  to  the  value  of 

enterprises  you  scrutinize  for  “investment  attractiveness.  ^ 

We,  unfortunately,  were  not  and  wUl  not  be  a “growth  stock”  while  we  continue  to  be  cannibalized  by  ‘bottom  lines. 

That  the  UAHC  should  be  constrained  to  operate  its  Worship  Department  on  a part-time  basis,  when  the  whole  field  of 
worship  is  in  chaos  and  need  of  direction,  is  sad. 

That  our  Department  of  Synagogue  Administration,  so  vital  to  congregational  guidance  in  these  days  of  economic 
upheaval,  should  operate  with  one  professional,  and  that  no  budget  be  provided  for  Interfaith  Activities,  is  shortsighted. 

That  our  college  programming  cannot  be  a “market  development”  area;  that  we  must  ask  double-duty  of  a Region 
Director  in  taking  on  programming  for  the  aging  and  for  retirees-and  that  this  coupling  of  budget  demands  must  result  m 

goals  that  cannot  be  realized  for  perhaps  five  years-is  regrettable. 

That  the  future  of  Reform  must  be  thwarted  by  bottom  lines  that  hamper  expansion  in  our  most  fruitful  areas  ot 
youth  and  education,  borders  on  tragedy. 

With  the  “hard  facts”  that  predictably  emerge  in  our  consideration  of  support  for  the  UAHC,  let  us  keep  out  priorities 
indelibly  etched  in  a column  alongside  the  bottom  line.  We  are  committed  to  a vital  Judaism;  a Judaism  that  serves  t e 
emotional  and  the  definable  needs  of  our  people;  a Judaism  that  can  sun׳ive  the  repeated  economic  hardships  replete  in 
our  Ulustrious  history;and,  above  all,  a Judaism  that  will  speak  to  present  generations  and  insure  future  generations  for  at 

least  another  5,736  years!

Equities  in  camps  owned  and  controlled  by  U.A.H.C.  are  included  in  this  report  at  figures  compiled  as  of 
September  30,  and  October  31,  1974  from  the  following;  An  independent  appraisal  of  all  of  the  camps’ 
buildings  and  equipment  valued  at  “depreciated  reproduction  cost”  as  of  October  31,  1974;  audit  reports 
submitted  by  other  independent  auditors  of  six  of  the  camps  as  of  September  30,  and  October  31,  1974; 
and  camp  records  with  respect  to  two  of  the  camps  as  of  October  31 , 1974.  The  value  of  the  camps’  land  is 
not  part  of  the  amount  reported  as  equities  in  camps  owned  and  controlled  by  U.A.H.C.  as  it  was  not 
included  in  the  aforementioned  appraisal.  Recording  Fixed  Assets  at  “depreciated  reproduction  cost”  is  not 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  above,  the  preceding  financial  statements  (pages  2 through  5)  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  Union  of  American  Hebrew  Congregations  (except  for  the  “Camp 
Accounts”)  at  June  30,  1975  and  the  results  of  its  operations  (except  for  the  “Camp  Accounts”)  for  the 
year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis  consistent 
in  all  material  respects  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

Report  of  Meeting  of  the  N.  Y.  Federation 
of  Reform  Synagogues  on  August  6,  1975 
re:  U A H C Dues 


Upon  your  request,  I attended  subject  meeting  at  which,  I estimate,  approximately  150  people 
were  present.  Dr.  Emanuel  Saxe  (of  the  Riverdale  Temple,  N.  Y.)  chaired  the  meeting. 

The  mood  of  the  assembly  was  very  agitated.  The  meeting  actually  stopped  Dr.  Saxe  from 
continuing  his  planned  agenda,  namely  to  read  through  the  committee  report  and  then  discuss 
it  point  for  point . 

A.)  There  were  continuous  critical  statements  from  the  floor,  such  as: 

1. )  The  report  fails  to  give  details  of  the  budget. 

2. )  The  report  presents  a number  of  queries,  but  gives  no  decisive  answers/solu- 

tlons . 


3. )  The  Union  has  expanded  beyond  need. 

4. )  The  Union  must  reduce  staff  ־ freeze  wages  - cut  expenses. 

5. )  The  Union  should  endeavor  to  induce  more  congregations  to  become  members 

rather  than  force  out  members  of  long  standing . 

6. )  The  Union  refuses  to  recognize  the  fiscal  difficulties  in  which  most  congrega- 

tlons  find  themselves. 

7. )  Each  member  congregation  should  reject  the  recommendations  of  the  report. 

8. )  The  report  addresses  itself  only  to  the  operations  of  the  Union  without  con- 

sidering  the  operations  of  the  congregations . 

9. )  "Who  works  for  whom"?  It  appears  that  the  report  spells  out  that  it's  the 

congregations  who  work  for  the  Union,  instead  of  vice  versa. 

10. )  The  Union  is  top  heavy  and  operates  in  a most  bureaucratic  manner. 

11. )  The  main  issue  is  not  only  what  will  the  dues  be,  but  rather  what  can  the 

congregations  afford.

Mr.  Matthew  H.  Ross  (of  Central  Synagogue,  N.  Y.),  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
the  Union,  attempted  to  quiet  down  the  tempers  by  embrarking  on  a lengthy  concilia  ־ 
tory  speech.  At  that  late  hour,  however,  the  assembly  had  no  patience,  and  even 
Mr.  Ross  was  interrupted  from  the  floor  and  actually  stopped. 

D. )  The  assembly  then  voted  overwhelmingly: 

1 . )  Reject  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  to  Study  the  Proportional  Dues 

Program . 

2. )  The  committee  should  study  and  work  out  a dues  structure  based  on  a 

"FAMILY  TAX"  (per  capita),  (i.e. , a set  amount  paid  by  each  family  mem  er 
ship  of  each  of  the  member  congregations  rather  than  dues  of  12%  of  income 

used  for  operation  purposes) . 

E. )  The  meeting  adjourned  at  10:30  P.M.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  THE  PROPORTIONAL  DUES  PROGRAM 

May  9 1975 י 

The  biennial  convention  of  the  UAHC  held  in  New  York  City  in  November, 
1973,  mandated  the  establishment  of  a special  committee  to  study  and  review 
the  dues  program  of  the  Union  and  to  study  various  proposals  submitted  by 
member  congregations  regarding  possible  changes  in  the  program.  The  com- 
mittee  structure  was  established  by  the  convention  in  such  a manner  as  to 
guard  against  "establishment"  domination  and  to  insure  equal  representation 
to  all  areas  of  the  country  and  to  temples  of  every  size.  (APPENDIX  A con- 
tains  the  text  of  the  resolution.) 

While  that  resolution  mandated  that  the  work  of  the  committee  be  com- 
pleted  by  the  fall  of  197^+,  so  that  its  report  might  be  discussed  at  the 
various  regional  conventions,  this  has  proven  to  be  impossible.  The  com- 
mittee  was  not  formed  until  the  summer  of  197^4,  and  it  held  its  first  meet- 
ing  on  August  13,  197^•  There  have  been  three  meetings  of  the  full  commit- 
tee  and  five  sub-committee  meetings,  which  together  have  produced  a com- 
prehensive  study  of  the  dues  program  as  it  now  exists,  of  the  operation  of 
the  Union's  Department  of  MUM,  and  of  the  budgets  and  needs  of  both  the 
Union  and  the  College-Institute.  We  have  also  reviewed  each  of  the  propo- 
sals  submitted  by  congregations  recommending  changes  in  the  dues  program 
and  have  given  consideration  to  the  impact  of  these  recommendations  upon 
the  income  of  our  National  Institutions  and  upon  our  member  congregations. 

COMMITTEE  APPROACH  AND  PERSPECTIVE 
The  Committee  viewed  its  objective  as  two-fold. 

1.  To  assure  ourselves  that  the  monies  raised  through  the  dues  program 
״ere  required  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Union  of  American  Hehre״ 
Congregations  and  Hebre״  Union  C011ege-Je״ish  Institute  of  Religion, 


. and  were  being  expended  for  the  purposes  intended  by  our  eongrega- 

2.  tions. 

3.  (It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  1973  biennial  had  charged  this 

U.  committee  with  the  responsibility  of  reviewing  the  needs  of  both 

5.  the  Union  and  the  College-Institute.) 

6.  2.  To  determine  a fair,  equitable  and  effective  method  of  raising  these 

7.  monies. 

8.  Committee  members  received  much  background  material  and  financial  informa- 

9.  tion  and  budgets. 

10.  Our  meetings  have  been  characterized  by  long  and  uninhibited  discussion 

11.  and  debate.  For  while  all  of  us  are  deeply  committed  to  the  sustenance  of 

12.  the  UAIIC  and  the  HUC-JIR,  the  needs  of  our  individual  congregations  and  the 

13.  economic  problems  which  they  now  face  were  a source  of  ever-present  concern. 
lU . This  inherent  conflict  between  the  legitimate  needs  of  the  National  Institu- 

15.  tions  and  the  equally  legitimate  needs  of  the  member  temples  was  really  a 

16.  pivot  around  which  much  of  our  discussion  centered. 

BACKGROUND

19.  2.  Study  various  suggestions  of  mem.ber  congregations,  and  other

22.  These  sub— committees  provided  the  entire  Committee  with  the  data  and 

23.  evaluations  required  by  it  for  its  deliberations.  (APPENDIX  B contains  the 
2h . list  of  sub-committee  members.) 

25.  Our  overall  committee  met  three  times  in  different  areas  of  the  country. 

26.  Our  first  meeting  in  New  York  on  August  13,  197^  vas  devoted  to  örgani- 

27.  zing  our  work  and  to  obtaining  an  overview  of  the  program  and  activities  of 
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1 the  UAHC.  We  were  privileged  to  listen  to  a presentation  of  the  Union  s pro- 

2 , gram  by  Rabbi  Schindler . 

3,  Our  second  meeting,  held  in  Cincinnati  on  December  1 and  2,  197 , afforded 
us  the  opportunity  to  familiarize  ourselves  with  the  far-flung  activities  of 

5 the  College-Institute  as  described  by  President  Gottschalk,  and  to  respond  to 

6.  the  reports  of  our  sub-committees  which  had  either  completed  their  work  or  had 

7.  come  to  the  point  of  making  specific  recommendations.  During  these  two  in- 

8.  tense  days  of  discussions  we  were  able  to  agree,  in  principle,  upon  the  recom- 

9.  mendations  which  form  the  essential  substance  of  this  report. 

At  our  final  meeting  in  San  Francisco  on  February  2 and  3,  1975  the  entire 

11.  Committee  reviewed  and  refined  the  tentative  conclusions  reached  in  Cincinnati. 

12.  The  discussion  was  intense,  and  all  present  sought  to  balance  fairly  the  needs 

13.  of  our  National  Institutions  and  our  congregations.  The  recommendations  con- 

lU.  tained  in  this  report  were  accepted  and  a drafting  committee  was  appointed  to 

15.  prepare  this  report. 

^5^  Our  Committee,  made  up  of  a cross-section  of  congregational  representa- 

17.  tives,  came  to  this  very  difficult  assignment  with  widely  diverse  backgrounds 

18.  and  points  of  view.  That  we  were  able  to  achieve  substantial  agreement  and 

19.  good  will  is  surely  due  to  the  ability  of  the  Committee  members  to  place  them- 

20.  selves  in  a posture  which  can  only  be  described  as  one  of  sincere  dedication 

21.  to  the  cause  of  Reform  Judaism  in  all  of  its  ramifications. 

THE  BUDGET  OF  THE  UAHC 

\ 

22.  The  sub-conkittee  appointed  to  study  the  budgets  of  our  National  Institu- 

23.  tions  met  throughout  the  day  on  October  11,  197^  with  lay  and  professional 

2k.  representatives  of  the  Union  of  American  Hebrew  Congregations.  Under  the 

25.  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Norman  Schwartz  of  Temple  Sinai,  Washington,  D.  C.,  this 

26.  sub-committee  did  a line-by-line  analysis  of  the  Union’s  2.8-million-dollar 

27.  budget,  raising  the  following  kinds  of  questions,  department  by  department: 
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1.  1•  \-fhat  are  the  specific  responsibilities  of  the  department? 

2.  2.  How  many  employees  are  involved? 

3•  3•  What  are  their  general  responsibilities? 

What  kinds  of  materials  and  programs  does  the  department 

5 . generate? 

6.  5•  Are  the  executive  salaries  in  line  with  normal  expectations? 

7•  6.  Does  the  department’s  work  appear  to  serve  the  needs  of  our 

8.  congregations? 

9•  It  was  the  unanimous  conclusion  of  this  subcommittee  and  subsequently  of 

10.  oirr  entire  Committee  that  the  overall  budget  would  appear  to  be  acceptable. 

11.  More  than  that,  the  Committee  felt  that  the  monies  available  to  the  UAHC  are 

12.  inadequate  to  perform  all  that  the  UAHC  has  undertaken.  It  was,  therefore, 

13•  recommended  that  the  Union,  through  its  Budget  Committee  and  its  Board  of 

li+ . Trustees,  make  an  effort  to  establish  well-defined  budgetary  priorities  which 
15•  will  permit  the  institution  to  concentrate  the  expenditure  of  its  limited  re- 
16.  sources  and  manpower  in  those  areas  which  promise  most  effective  utilization 
IT.  and  which  are  of  prime  concern  to  its  member  congregations.  We  were  satisfied 
18.  that  the  UAHC  had  made  all  reasonable  efforts  to  pare  its  budget.  In  fact, 

19•  reductions  of  staff  and  program  have  eliminated  more  than  >*^180,000  in  the 

20.  budgets  of  recent  years.  The  staff  of  the  Social  Action  Department  has  been 

21.  drastically  reduced.  The  Department  of  Interfaith  Activities  has  been  elimi- 

22.  nated.  Even  the  Department  of  Education  has  been  reduced,  and  the  Department 

23.  of  Worship  operates  with  a part-time  director.  Double-digit  inflation  has, 

2U.  unfortimately , minimized  the  effect  of  these  severe  budgetary  cuts. 

25•  The  UAHC  operating  income  is  provided  almost  entirely  from  ^fJM  and  RJA 

26.  receipts,  as  can  be  seen  in  the  following  tabulation: 
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Fiscal  year  July  1,  19T3  through  June  30,  19T^

There  can  be  little  question  that  any  significant  diminution  in  dues  in- 
come  without  offsetting  replacement  through  other  sources  would  be  very  serious 
and  would  threaten  the  viability  and  perhaps  the  existence  of  the  UAHC  which 
operates  today  with  enormous  bank  d^bt  and  with  a most  meager  endowment . 

The  inescapable  conclusion  of  our  Committee  was  that  the  monies  now  being 
generated  by  the  dues  of  our  member  congregations  are  essential  to  the  exist- 
ence  of  the  UAHC. 

THE  HUC-JIR  BUDGET 

Our  sub-committee  confronted  an  entirely  different  set  of  problems  when  on 
November  21,  197U  it  addressed  itself  to  the  study  of  the  budget  of  the  HUC-JIR. 

Again  a line-by-line  analysis  of  the  U.2  million  dollar  budget  was  under- 
taken,  and  the  following  kinds  of  questions  were  raised  with  regard  to  each  of 
the  schools ; 

1.  What  is  the  nature  of  the  particular  campus? 

2.  How  many  students  attend  on  a full-time  basis? 

3.  How  many  rabbinic  students  are  there?  How  many  cantorial  students? 

How  many  educators,  communal  service  students,  etc.? 

k.  How  many  faculty  members  teach  on  a particular  campus  and  what  is 
the  student-faculty  ratio? 

5.  What  living  facilities  are  there?  What  is  the  cost  per  student? 

What  do  the  students  pay? 
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6.  What  kinds  of  support  facilities  exist  and  what  do  they  cost? 

7■  What  tuitions  are  charged  and  what  kinds  of  scholarship  and  loan 
programs  are  available? 

The  sub-committee  was  satisfied  that  the  . 2-million-dollar  1973-7^  budget 
of  the  HUC-JIR  represents  an  overall  expenditure  which  is  appropriate  for  the 
programs  and  functions  presently  carried  on  at  the  various  schools . At  the 
same  time,  however,  unanimous  concern  was  expressed  with  regard  to  the  obvious 
duplication  of  functions  on  the  three  American  campuses.  Rabbinic  students 
study  at  each  of  these  schools.  There  is  faculty  duplication,  also  duplica- 
tion  of  library  facilities,  support  staff,  etc. 

Recognizing  the  unique  qualities  of  each  campus,  the  wide  range  of  programs 
carried  on  and  the  complex  legal  questions  involved,  our  sub-committee  felt  that 
it  could  not  at  this  time  make  a valid  Judgment  with  regard  to  the  possible 
closing  of  a campus.  The  thrust  of  the  sub-committee's  thinking  for  the  pres- 
ent  was  in  the  direction  of  streamlining  the  internal  structure  of  the  College- 
Institute  so  as  to  make  each  campus  a "specialty  unit." 

Substantial  discussion  also  centered  about  the  question  of  whether  congre- 
gational  monies  are  properly  to  be  utilized  to  fund  programs  of  the  HUC-JIR 
which  do  not  directly  touch  the  life  of  the  congregation.  Are  our  temples, 
for  example,  expected  to  fund  graduate  study,  the  training  of  communal  workers, 
or  Christian  fellowship  programs?  Representatives  of  the  College-Institute 
countered  by  saying  that  these  programs  are  not  currently  funded  from  congrega- 
tional  dues.  The  following  table  presents  a breakdown  of  income  of  the  College-

14.  It  is  noted  that  only  two  days  prior  to  our  suh-committee  meeting,  the  Board  of 

15.  Governors  of  the  HUC-JIR  had  accepted  the  report  of  a special  Task  Force  which 

16.  for  many  months  had  been  studying  the  question  of  whether  to  retain  the  three 

17.  American  campuses  as  presently  constituted.  The  decision  to  retain  them,  sub- 

18.  ject  to  continuing  study  and  review,  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

15.  (See  resolution  attached  as  APPENDIX  C.)  Our  full  Committee  spent  much  of  its 

20.  time  at  our  Cincinnati  meeting  addressing  itself  to  questions  pertaining  to  the 

21.  Task  Force  report.  The  fundamental  conclusions  of  the  Committee  may  be  summar- 

22.  ized  as  follows: 


;23.  1•  Given  the  history  of  the  development  of  the  various  campuses 

2U.  of  the  HUC-JIR,  and  the  very  real  involvement  in  and  identifi- 

25.  cation  with  the  communities  in  which  the  schools  are  located, 

, 26.  the  Committee  agreed  that  for  the  present,  at  least,  the  four- 

27.  campuses  should  be  retained.  Any  possible  change  must  be 

28.  accomplished  over  a period  of  time  since: 
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a) College  personnel  cannot  be  changed  overnight  ; 

b)  Students  in  II1id-co^ע^se  ceinnot  be  shifted  arbitrarily; 

c)  Curriculiini  changes  req^uire  careful  study  and  evaluation; 
and 

d)  The  disposition  of  properties  acquired  or  held  under 
specific  donor  or  legal  restriction  presents  a very 
complicated  problem  requiring  much  study  time  prior 
to  resolution. 

2.  The  savings  to  be  effected  by  closing  any  one  of  the  three  American 
campuses  do  not  warrant  an  act  that  would,  without  doubt,  create 
divisiveness  and  bitter  discord  within  our  movement.  These  savings 
are  estimated  by  the  Task  Force  as  follows: 

a)  Closing  Cincinnati  would  effect  an  estimated  saving 
of  $Ui+0,000. 

b)  Closing  New  York  would  effect  an  estimated  saving 
of  $224,000. 

c)  Closing  California  would  effect  an  estimated  saving 
of  $225,000. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Task  Force  concluded  that  any  closing  would 
also  involve  expenditures  for  the  construction  of  new  plant , equip- 
ment , increased  grants-in-aid,  and  potential  diminution  of  giving 
which  would  more  than  offset  the  savings  to  be  effected.  There- 
fore,  the  decision  to  retain  the  three  American  campuses  for  the 
time  being  appears  to  be  warranted. 

3.  Our  Committee,  however,  remains  convinced  that,  as  we  plan  for  the 
future,  the  College-Institute  must  come  to  grips  with  the  obvious 
need  for  restructuring  and  refinancing  in  such  a manner  as  to 
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minimize  the  obvious  duplication  which  now  exists.  Cognizant  of 

2.  this  need,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  HUC-JIR 

3.  has  already  appointed  a Long  Range  Planning  Committee  which,  on 

k.  an  ongoing  basis,  will  address  itself  to  these  problems  of  in- 

I 5.  ternal  structure.  (See  our  recommendation  IV  post.) 

6.  The  Committee  felt,  that  given  the  realities  which  now  exist, 

. 7.  the  overall  budget  of  HUC-JIR  is  both  reasonable  and  responsible.

f 8.  Our  general  conclusion  was  that  our  National  Institutions  now  require  the 

I 9.  funds  derived  from  the  dues  program,  and  that  these  monies  are  utilized  to 

! 1C.  achieve  the  purposes  for  which  they  ane  intended.  Moreover,  we  recognize  that 

' 11.  neither  the  Union  nor  the  College-Institute  can  operate  solely  on  dues  income 

12.  any  more  than  can  our  congregations.  We  will,  therefore,  recommend  that  more 
13 ז.  attention  be  paid  to  the  possibilities  of  creative  and  dynamic  campaigns, 

i lU . which  in  the  long  run,  can  effectively  complement  the  congregational  burden. 

, 15.  (See  ovir  recommendation  II  post.) 

CRITERIA  FOR  AN  ACCEPTABLE  DUES  STRUCTURE 

16.  Having  determined  the  fact  that  the  budgets  of  the  Union  and  the  College- 

17.  Institute  were  in  order  and  that  the  dues  income  provided  is  essential  to  the 

18.  existence  of  these  institutions,  we  were  then  able  to  address  ourselves  to  the 

19.  dues  program  itself.  Our  subcommittee,  headed  by  Mr.  Melvin  Strassner  of 

20.  Temple  Israel,  St.  Louis,  Missoiiri,  established  the  following  criteria  by 

21.  which  to  measure  the  various  proposals  under  consideration: 

22.  1.  At  this  time  an  acceptable  dues  plan  must  provide  a potential 

• 23.  source  of  income  of  not  less  than  6.5־million  dollars  annually. 

2U.  2.  An  acceptable  plan  must  provide  a hedge  against  inflation,  thus 

25.  obviating  the  need  for  ongoing  debate  at  every  biennial. 
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3.  An  acceptable  plan  must  be  flexible  enough  to  provide  relief 
mechanisms  and  to  permit  the  MUM  Committee  to  exercise  under- 
standing  and  sensitivity  to  the  problems  faced  by  our  temples. 

k.  An  acceptable  plan  must  be  equitable  to  our  temples. 

ALTERNATE  METHODS  OF  DUES  ASSESSMENT 

The  sub-committee  then  turned  to  the  various  proposals  presented  by  member 
temples  recommending  changes  in  the  dues  program.  These  proposals  fall  into 
three  categories. 

l.  A dues  plan  based  upon  a per  capita  tax. 

2.  A plan  providing  a graduated  scale  of  dues. 

3.  A proportional  dues  plan  such  as  now  exists  with  a lower  percentage. 
The  Per  Capita  Plan 

The  per  capita  concept  would  require  almost  $30.00  per  member  from  our 
220,000  membership.  No  hedge  against  inflation  is  contained  in  such  an 
approach  and  each  biennial  would  be  required  to  debate  the  appropriate  tax 
or  taxes  to  be  charged  during  the  ensuing  two  years.  Further,  we  recognize 
that  the  per  capita  plan  raises  very  serious  questions  with  regard  to  enforce- 
ment.  There  are,  as  we  know,  very  legitimate  questions  as  to  what  constitutes 
a member,  and  temples  have  different  interpretations  and  different  answers  to 
this  question.  If  there  occurred  a significant  diminution  of  membership  as 
reported  to  MUM,  then  the  per  capita  figure  would  rise  sharply.  Most  important 
of  all,  the  per  capita  plan  firmly  equates  the  affluent  with  the  struggling 
congregation  and  makes  equal  demands  upon  both.  Our  sub-committee,  and  sub- 
sequently  the  entire  Committee,  was  opposed  to  this  approach. 
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A Graduated  Dues  Program 

our  ־ub-־o־Mlttee  gave  serious  consideration  to  the  concept  of  a graduated 
dues  structure.  Unfortunately,  such  a plan  falls  to  meet  the  primary  crlter- 
Ion  of  equity  and  places  an  unrealistic  burden  upon  the  large  congregation. 

To  provide  a potential  of  6.5-mllllon-dollars  ״ould  require  dues  of  more  than 
18%  from  our  largest  temples.  It  1־  unrealistic  to  assume  that  such  a propos- 
al  could  win  approval.  Our  Committee  ״as  unvilllng  to  accept  the  thesis  that 
a large  budget  is  to  be  equated 1 ״th  affluence  and  that  conversely  a smaller 
budget  is  indicative  of  financial  difficulty.  (APPENDIX  D  111 ״  document  the 

pressure  on  ־the  large  congregation.) 

A Proportional  Dues  Plan  With  A Lover  Percentage 

Any  proportional  dues  plan  belo ״ « 12 ״as  believed  to  compromise  the  Nation- 

al  Institutions  and  to  jeopardize  their  very  existence.  Both  the  College- 
Institute  and  the  UAHC  are  at  present  operating  on  austerity  budgets.  Further, 
our  Committee  is  a״ar־  that  ״hlle  most  member  temples  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  cooperation 1 ״th  the  MUM  Program,  there  are  temples  ״hlch,  though  similar- 
ly  capable,  have  been  remiss  In  meeting  their  obligations.  The  MUM  Committee 
seeks  to  achieve  parity  on  a temple-by-temple  basis.  Congregations 
to  relief  can  thus  obtain  it  for  as  long  as  is  necessary. 

Having  asserted  that  the  current  dues  plan  falls  short  of  perfect  equity, 
״e  are  convinced  that  It  contains  ״Ithln  It  at  least  the  potential  to  achieve 
reasonable  equity.  The  guidelines  under  ״hlch  the  Committee  operates  (״hlch 
appear  as  APPENDIX  E),  while  broad  rather  than  restrictive,  are,  in  our  Judg 
ment,  appropriate  to  the  relationship  ״hlch  ought  properly  to  obtain  bet״een 
the  Union  and  Its  member  congregations.  The  requirement  that  men  of  good 
111״  sit  do״n  to  determine  equity,  ״here  problems  exist,  is  not  a demeaning 
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but  a salutary  requirement.  That  ve  leave  much  to  the  Judgment  and  understand- 
ing  of  the  MUM  Committee  is,  in  point  of  fact,  a means  of  assuring  that  con- 
gregations  will  be  able  to  discuss  their  individual  problems  without  reference 
to  rigid  formulae  which  would  restrict  the  response  of  the  MUM  Committee  to 
those  problems.  Even  those  of  us  who,  at  the  outset,  looked  forward  to  a 
more  mechanical  means  of  providing  dues  relief  have  come  to  see  that  such  an 

approach  would  be  injurious  to  our  temples. 

Recognizing  that  our  present  system  is  not  without  flaw,  we  believe  that 
it  meets  the  basic  criteria  of  equity,  effectiveness  and  flexibility  in  a man- 
ner  far  superior  to  the  alternatives  suggested.  We  therefore  offer  the  recom- 


mendations  that  follow: 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


j.  We  recommend  that  the  basic  dues  program  as  it  now  exists  (1270  on  an 

"equalized"  base)  be  continued.  Ne  believe  that  this  program  is  equitable 
to  our  congregations  and  effective ^ in  that  1270  of  income  used  for  opera- 
ting  purposes  can  meet  the  minimum  needs  of  our  National  Institutions . 

We  believe  that  this  recommendation  is  supported  by  the  following  salient 
facts : 

A.  The  record  of  progress  made  by  the  MUM  Committee  is  encouraging  as 
can  be  seen  in  the  following  table  representing  gross  cash  collection^  in  each 
fiscal  year:

It  is 
heartening  to  report  that  an  overwhelming  majority  of  our  congregations  ha 
complied,  we  now  have  suhstantial  data  upon  which  we  can  not  only  properly 
assess  dues  hut  can  also  analyte  the  fiscal  posture  of  our  Movement. 

C.  It  is  estimated  that  had  all  706  congregations  remitted  12*  of  assess- 
ahle  income  for  fiscal  1973-7U,  collections  would  have  approximated  6.5 

million-dollars.  Presuming  this  assessment  potential,  when  the  receipts  in 
ii,uidation  thereof  are  ultimately  collected  they  will  total  approximately 
5.milllon-dollars.  Thus  we  find  that  in  the  second  year  of  "equalization  we

Thus  272  of  153  congregations  are  either  in  full  compliance  or  have  commit, 
ted  themselves  to  a plan  which  will  bring  them  into  compliance.  This,  in  the 
second  year  of  the  plan.  Add  to  this  figure  the  70  congregations  which  have 
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taken  the  first  steps  toward  compliance  and  we  may  concliade  that  approximately 
1%  of  the  temples  with  membership  of  100  or  more  have  attained  a level  of 

compliance  which  makes  possible  a figure  of ך ך%  of  the  total  potential  being 
actualized. 

II.  Cognizant  of  the  fiscal  pressures  upon  our  member 
congregations 3 we  are  determined  to  hold  the  dues 
level  at  12%  despite  the  fact  that  these  monies 
cannot  meet  the  full  needs  of  our  National  Insti- 
tutions.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  leader- 
ship  of  the  Union  and  of  the  College-Institute 
explore  every  avenue  of  private  fund  raising  which 
might  supplement  dues  income. 

Since  the  current  method  of  dues  assessment  does  provide  for  the  problem  of 
inflation,  the  income  of  our  National  Institutions  has  increased  along  with 
the  increase  in  congregational  budgets.  However,  the  income  from  RJA  has  not 
increased  in  a commensurate  manner  and  our  Committee  feels  that  both  the  Union 
and  the  College-Institute  must  do  more  to  encourage  contributions  from  both 

individuals  and  foundations  if  we  are  to  achieve  our  announced  goal  of  limiting 
dues  to  12%. 

III.  We  recomttiend  that  the  Commttee  on  Maintenance  of 
Union  Membership  continue^  as  it  haSj  to  implement 
the  fulfillment  of  the  dues  program  and  to  bring 
congregations  into  compliance  therewith.  At  the 
same  time  we  call  upon  the  MUM  Committee  to  con- 
tinue  to  exhibit  keen  sensitivity  and  restraint  in 
considering  the  problems  of  our  member  congregations ^ 
particularly  when  considering  the  serious  step  of 
suspension  of  UAHC  services. 
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The  record  of  the  MUM  Conmittee  in  dealing  with  our  congregations  has 
been  commendable . In  five  years  of  the  most  intensive  effort  to  implement  a 
previously  rather  lax  system,  only  five  congregations  have  been  expelled  from 
membership  in  the  UAHC  and,  as  of  this  writing,  12  are  under  suspension  of 
UAHC  services . While  we  call  upon  the  Committee  to  continue  to  exhibit  sen- 
sitivity,  we  in  no  way  would  imply  that  suspension  of  services  should  not  take 
place  when  a member  temple  arbitrarily  refuses  to  meet  a responsible  dues  com- 
mitment  after  all  reasonable  discussion  has  failed, 
jy.  reaormend  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Union  establish  a oormitteej  broadly  re-presenta- 
tive  of  our  member  congregations 3 whose  task  it  will  be 
to  familiarize  itself  with  the  activities  of  the  Budget 
and  Long  Range  Planning  Committees  of  both  Rational 
Institutions 3 as  these  concern  program  priorities  and 
structure;  and  also  to  periodically  review  with  the 
Union's  Committee  on  Maintenance  of  Union  Membership 
the  progress  made  in  obtaining  compliance  with  the  dues 
program.  This  committee  shall  prepare  and  issue  a full 
report  to  the  1977  biennial. 

The  underlying  premise  upon  which  our  Committee  accepted  the  budgets  of 
our  National  Institutions  was  the  conviction  that  both  are  determined  to  take 
whatever  steps  may  be  necessary  to  sharply  define  priorities  and  to  make  all 
possible  changes  in  order  to  avoid  duplication.  We  believe  that  there  must 
be  some  mechanism  established  to  monitor  and  review  what  is  being  done  in  these 
respects  and  to  report  to  our  constituency.  In  addition,  while  we  believe  that 
the  MUM  Committee  has  done  a commendable  job  to  date,  our  congregations  are 
entitled  to  know  whether  the  dues  program  when  equitably  enforced  does,  in  fact, 
lead  to  increased  compliance  annually. 
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ji/g  recommend  that  the  Cormittee  on  Maintenance  of  Union 
Membership  articutate  and  pubZish  the  guideZines  governing 
dues  reZief.  These  guideZines  shouZd  he  in  the  possession 
of  every  congregation.  (They  appear  as  APPENDIX  E.) 

VI.  We  recognize  the  need  for  speciaZ  sensitivity  to  the  needs 

of  congregations  with  membership  of  Zess  than  ZOO  and  rec- 
ormend  the  foZZowing: 

a)  That  each  regionaZ  president  be  required  to  appoint 

a regionaZ  MUM  Cormittee  consisting  of  at  Zeast  three 
Zaymen  in  addition  to  the  regionaZ  directory 

b)  that  these  regionaZ  cormittees  be  made  fuZZy  respon- 
sibZe  for  speediZy  obtaining  from  these  smaZZ  con- 
gregations  the  fiscaZ  information  normaZZy  required 
to  impZement  the  dues  program; 

c)  that  these  regionaZ  cormittees  meet  with  each  of 
these  smaZZ  congregations  within  one  year  to  effect 
a mutuaZZy  satisfactory  dues  arrangement  based  upon 
the  fiscaZ  reaZities  existent  in  each  congregation; 

d)  that  the  regionaZ  cormittees  obtain  the  approvaZ  of 
the  nationaZ  chairman^  co-chairman^  or  director  of 
MUM  prior  to  finaZizing  any  such  arrangement  in 
order  to  achieve  consistency ; and 

e)  that  upon  obtaining  such  approvaZ  the  pZan  may  be 
irrrpZemented  without  further  reference  to  the  MUM 
Corrmittee . 

We  believe  that  over  and  above  dues  considerations,  this  person-to-person 
contact  with  the  small  congregation  can  be  of  vital  significance.  Moreoevsr, 
the  National  MUM  Committee  cannot  and  should  not  be  responsible  for  working 
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1.  vith  these  temples.  Our  recommendation  is  more  than  a means  of  dealing  with 

2.  dues.  It  is  a plea  for  ongoing  communication 1 ״th  these  small  and  often  iso- 

3.  lated  temples  to  reassure  them  that  ve  ״Ish  to  support  and  assist  them  in  the 
U.  continuance  of  their  activities. 


CONCLUSION 


5.  We  have  spent  months  of  study  and  dehate  in  arriving  at  our  conclusions. 

6.  We  came  to  our  task  ״ith  no  prior  commitments  and  have  reached  our  conclusions 
T.  on  the  basis  of  the  facts  as  ״e  sa״  them.  While  we  have  recommended  that  the 

8.  dues  program  be  retained,  ״e  have  also  made  recommendations  which  involve  slg- 

9.  nif leant  change.  We  have  retained  the  12S  dues  structure  and  have  recommended 

10.  changes  only  ״here  ״e  believe  that  they  represent  genuine  improvement.

WHEREAS,  the  proposed  resolutions  include  entirely  different  concepts  and 
make  apparent  a number  of  combinations  of  each;  and 
WHEREAS,  some  of  the  congregations  endorsing  these  resolutions  call  for 
definitive  action  at  the  1975  Biennial  convention;  and 
whereas,  it  is  deemed  desirable  to  make  an  in-depth  study  prior  to  recom- 
mendations  and  action; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  entire  matter  of  Union  membership 
dues  be,  and  is  hereby,  referred  to  a Special  Committee  for  the 
purpose  of  study  and  review  and  to  make  recommendations  within  one 
(1)  year  from  this  date  to  each  of  the  regions  and  to  the  national 
Board  of  Trustees;  and  further 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Special  Committee  shall  consist  of  one  member  each,

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GUIDELINES  FOR  GRANTING  DUES  RELIEF 

When  a congregation  seeks  dues  relief,  it  is  required  to  submit  full  fiscal 
information  pertaining  to  the  request . 

Relief  for  a specific  period  is  granted  on  the  same  rationale  that  a 
congregation  exercises  when  dealing  with  a congregant  unable  to  meet  its  own 
dues  structure.  As  no  congregant  is  denied  membership  because  of  an  inability 
to  pay,  so  no  temple  is  denied  membership  in  the  UAHC  because  of  inability  to 
meet  the  full  dues  structure.  Conversely,  all  who  are  able,  are  expected  to 
remit  dues  in  full . 

Dues  relief  is  granted  with  the  understanding  that  the  congregation  is 
expected  to  comply  fully  with  the  dues  structure  when  the  problem  is  resolved 
and  the  Committee  normally  builds  into  a plan  granting  relief  the  steps  leading 
back  to  compliance. 

A deficit  is  not  in  and  of  itself  cause  for  dues  relief.  If  the  congrega- 
tion  has  internal  funds  from  which  it  may  "borrow"  or  which  it  may  invade,  these 
monies  are  treated  as  income.  If,  however,  a temple  is  forced  to  borrow  from 
outside  sources  to  maintain  itself,  the  Committee  has  evidence  of  hardship  and 
not  only  treats  these  monies  as  outside  the  dues  structure,  but  considers  the 
possibility  of  dues  relief. 

Dues  relief  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  hardship  and  the  extent  of  relief 
is  determined  by  the  extent  of  the  problem. 

The  Committee  insists  that  congregations  treat  the  UAHC  dues  obligation  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  total  fiscal  picture,  not  as  a residual  expense,  and 
relief  is  granted  with  this  principle  in  mind. 

The  Committee  feels  that  most  problems  which  are  solvable  can  be  resolved 
within  three  years  and  will  grant  relief  beyond  three  years  only  in  exceptional 


cases .

Gent  I emen : 


On  March  23,  1975,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Temple  Emanu-EI  voted 
to  withdraw  from  the  Union  of  American  Hebrew  Congregations.  We 
have  heretofore  advised  you  our  reasons  for  this  action,  which  was 
the  result  of  months  of  consideration  by  our  Board  and  many  earnest 
discussions  between  officers  of  the  Union  and  officers  and  committees 
of  Emanu-EI.  At  a meeting  of  our  Board  held  on  October  2,  It  unani- 
mously  approved  this  letter  to  you  stating  the  reasons  for  our  action. 

Although  differences  with  the  Union  over  the  amount  of  dues  we  are  now 
and  would  ultimately  be  required  to  pay  to  It  under  Its  current  12^ 
dues  formula  were  the  Immediate  cause  of  our  discussions,  the  matter 
of  finances  was  only  one  factor  In  our  decision  to  resign. 

When  our  urgent  need  for  funds  for  expanded  services  and  programs  for 
our  own  members  came  Into  direct  conflict  with  the  Union’s  demand  for 
these  same  monies,  which  the  Union  desired  to  use  for  purposes  over 
which  we  have  no  control,  we  began  to  scrutinize  again  the  structure 
and  operations  of  the  Union  and  our  relationship  with  that  organiza- 
tion.  We  were  reminded  that  despite  considerable  dissatisfaction  and 
disappointment  with  the  Union  and  Its  activities  over  a period  of  more 
than  thirty  years,  we  continued  our  relationship  because  of  our  commit- 
ment  to  Reform  Judaism  and  our  hopes  that  Improvements  would  be  achieved. 
Upon  completing  our  analysis  of  the  causes  of  our  dissatisfaction  and  of 
the  changes  In  the  Union  that  we  feel  are  essential  If  It  Is  to  serve  as 
a truly  live,  representative  union  of  American  Reform  congregations,  we 
concluded  that  Emanu-EI  alone  could  not  accomplish  these  changes.  We 
reached  this  conclusion  notwithstanding  the  opportunities  tendered  to  us 
In  good  faith  to  participate  In  Union  activities,  because  we  are  con- 
V I need  that  as  the  Union  Is  now  structured,  the  efforts,  however 
strenuous,  of  one  congregation,  or  even  a dozen  congregations,  would  not 
be  productive. 

The  matters  that  were  of  principal  concern  to  us  during  our  discussions 
and  which  were  the  basis  of  our  action  can  be  grouped  Into  three  cate- 
gorles:  (I)  governmental  Inequities,  (2)  bureaucratic  programming,  and 

(3)  financial  matters.

5.  Rabbinical  Staffing.  We  believe  that  the  Union  was  conceived  as  a lay, 
not  a rabbinical,  organization.  The  College  Is  properly  staffed  mainly  by 
rabbis.  The  Central  Conference  of  American  Rabbis,  composed  of  rabbis,  develops 
their  policies,  and  when  they  agree,  speaks  for  them.  The  purpose  of  the  Union 
must  have  been  and  must  be  precisely  what  Its  name  Implies — a union  of  American 
Reform  congregations;  who  support  (financially  and  otherwise)  and  complement  the 
College,  the  Conference  and  our  rabbis;  who  advise  and  consult  with  them  and 
present  the  layman's  and  congregational  viewpoints;  who  serve  as  a testing  ground 
for  their  preaching;  who  are  In  a position  at  least  to  question  them  If  the  con־ 
gregatlons  believe  that  any  joint  rabbinical  action  Is  Inimical  to  the  Reform 
cause;  and  who.  If  and  when  the  congregations  want  and  ask  for  It,  can  speak  for 
the  Reform  congregations. 

The  Union's  purpose,  function  and  operation  as  a lay  organization  are  affected 
by  Its  deep  layer  of  rabbinical  staffing.  This  creates  a staff  professionalism 
which  most  volunteers  are  hesitant  to  oppose.  Without  judging  the  administrative 
and  managerial  qualifications  of  a rabbi,  whether  by  virtue  of  training,  tempera- 
ment  or  experience.  It  seems  clear  to  us  that  the  influence  of  staff  personnel  In 
a volunteer  organization  will  be  over-emphasized  and  dominant  when  that  staff  Is 
comprised  of  rabbis,  who  are  traditionally  honored  by  our  people. 

It  Is  a difficult  task  to  separate  a man's  goals  and  ideals  from  the  performance 
of  his  work.  The  rabbis  who  serve  as  staff  for  the  Union  may  well  define  the 
organization  in  terms  of  their  own  concerns  rather  than  as  a union  of  Reform 
congregations  Interested  In  the  development  of  their  programs  and  the  solution 
of  their  common  problems. 

B.  BUREAUCRATIC  PROGRAMMING 

The  goals,  purposes  and  programs  of  the  Union  should  be  carefully  reconsidered 
and  clearly  defined.  The  need  for  and  success  of  its  programs  should  be  regularly 
considered  and  measured.  In  the  absence  of  clearly  defined  and  accepted  goals  and 
purposes,  there  Is  a tendency  to  expand  and  duplicate  some  activities,  and  neglect 
others  of  equal  or  more  Importance.  The  duplication  of  programs  which  are,  or 
otherwise  might  be,  provided  by  Hebrew  Union  College,  the  Central  Conference  of 
American  Rabbis,  Individual  congregations  or  other  institutions,  are  an  unnecessary 
drain  on  the  resources  of  the  Union  and  the  congregations  that  support  It.  For 
example,  the  publication  and  distribution  of  books  for  member  congregations  and 
non-member  organizations  might  well  be  left  to  commercial  firms  presently  competing 
against  the  Union־.  Similarly,  the  music,  worship,  curriculum  development  and  other 
departments  might  wel I be  dupl !cations  of  operations  that  could  be  better  provided 
by  the  staff  of  the  Col  lege. 

The  expansion  of  facilities  and  programs  and  the  proliferation  of  rabbinical  and 
other  professional  staff  to  man  this  Increasing  scope  of  activities  appear  to 
surpass  both  the  need  and  the  reality  of  congregational  financing.  Apparently, 
member  congregations  do  not  have  the  power  to  control  this  growth. 
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Regional  operations  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  rabbinical  staff  employed 
by  the  Union.  The  services  furnished  the  regions  vary  greatly  In  scope  and 
quality,  depending  on  the  size  of  each  region,  its  needs  and  the  experience 
and  capactiy  of  the  Union’s  representative.  Many  of  the  services  provided  by 
the  Union  at  the  regional  level  may  well  be  duplications  of  services  that  are 
better  provided  by  the  individual  congregations  within  the  region.  Also  the 
function  of  regional  rabbis  seeking  to  carry  out  policies  of  the  Union  staff 
often  results  in  the  nomination  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  lay  leadership 
committed  to  Union  pol icies  supported  by  the  staff. 

C.  FINANCIAL  MATTERS 

I Structure  and  Collection  of  Dues.  Congregational  dues  are  established  In 
the  Union  Bylaws  at  twelve  (12^)  percent  of  "the  amount  annually  collected  or 
received  by  the  congregation  which  is  applied  toward  the  annual  operating 
expenses  of  the  congregation.״  Although  it  is  claimed  that  this  formula  bases 
dues  upon  a congregation’s  ”ability  to  pay,”  it  fails  to  recognize  that  congre- 
qations  are  not  I ncome-produc i ng  entities  and  that  the  amount  of  their  receipts 
is  based  on  the  generosity  of  their  members.  Our  receipts  are  ref  lections  of 
our  expenses.  The  expansion  of  congregational  services  and  programs,  or  other 
increases  in  local  expenses  should  not  be  the  basis  for  an  additional  dues 
obligation  to  the  Union.  In  fact,  the  opposite  result  should  follow,  particu- 
larly  when  the  expanded  programs  of  the  congregation  replace  Union  services. 
Increased  expenses  caused  by  a congregation’s  struggle  for  continued  excel  ence 
should  be  encouraged,  not  taxed,  by  the  Union;  otherwise,  the  Union  will  ultima  e y 
conclude  with  only  deteriorating  and  decaying  congregations.  The  staff  must  keep 
in  mind  that  a strong  viable  Union  cannot  exist  without  strong  viable  member 

congregations. 

Our  efforts  to  determine  whether  other  congregations  were  complying  with  this 
Bylaw  were  frustrated.  We  offered  to  make  our  financial  statement  ava 1 I ab  I e 
through  the  Union  to  other  congregations,  and  we  asked  that  the  Union  send  us 
the  financial  statements  or  reports  that  were  delivered  to  it  by  fifty  large 
congregations,  so  that  we  might  examine  them  and  ascertain  what  proportion  of 
their  receipts  for  operating  expenses  were  being  paid  to  the  Union.  We  under-^ 
stood  that  our  request  was  agreed  to,  but  we  were  furnished  only  seven  reports; 
and  four  of  these  did  not  cover  the  last  fiscal  year,  but  were  for  the  previous 
fiscal  year  ending  in  April  or  June,  1973.  Wewere  informed  that  permission 
could  not  be  obtained  from  any  other  congregations  to  send  us  copies  of  their 
reports  to  the  Union.  Needless  to  say,  we  were  greatly  disappointed  not  to 
receive  a report  or  any  information  whatsoever  from  the  largest  congregation 
in  the  Union,  the  congregations  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Union’s  Board  of  Trustees, 
of  any  of  the  18  Vice  Chairmen,  of  the  Treasurer  and  Chairman  of  the  MUM  Comm  1 ttee , 
of  the  Assistant  Treasurer,  or  of  approximately  25  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  If  all  of  these  congregations  were  in  compliance  with  this  Bylaw 
in  accordance  with  the  assurances  made  to  us,  we  wondered  why  the  1 r representatives 
were  not  anxious  to  convince  us  that  Emanu-EI  was  out  of  line  in  objecting  to  the 
12  percent  formula. 

Two  of  the  seven  reports  furnished  did  not  show  the  amounts  paid  to  the  Union.  Of 
the  other  five,  only  one  showed  a payment  to  the  Union  close  to  12%,  two 9־<9 י® 
congregations  showed  payments  of  only  7%,  and  two  others  showed  payments  of  9% 
and  9.2%.  With  only  these  data,  our  efforts  to  compare  our  dues  payments  with 
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those  of  other  congregations  were  admittedly  inadequate  and  incomplete.  We  did  - 
note  however,  wide  discrepancies  in  the  reporting  methods  used  by  each  congre- 
qatiin  whose  reports  were  examined,  and  in  the  course  of  our  discussions  we 
learned  also  that  approximately  20^  of  the  member  congregations  were  in  negotia- 
tion"  with  the  MUM  Committee  pertaining  to  dues  payments— a clear  indication  to 
us  that  other  congregations  share  our  view  that  the  current  dues  formula  is  both 

inadequate  and  unfair. 

Collection  methods  employed  by  the  Union,  acting  through  its  MUM  Committee,  are 
not  authorized  by  Its  Constitution.  The  MUM  Committee  operates  with  a separate 
budget,  and  apparently  is  independent  of  the  governing  process  of  the  Union, 
raises  funds  by  whatever  means  seem  expedient.  Its  current  practice  is  to 
"suspend  Union  services,"  without  a hearing,  to  congregations  which  donot 
negotiate  dues  arrangements  which  it  deems  satisfactory.  It  P®'"^ ' sts  in  is 
procedure  despite  the  fact  that  it  is  contrary  to  the  Union  s Constitution  and 

By  I aws . 

The  cost  of  the  MUM  Committee's  operations  is  not  shown  in  the  financial  data 
furnished  to  Union  congregations.  We  have  been  advised  that  the  cost  of  collecting 
dues  is  approximately  12  percent  of  the  Union's  gross  income,  andif  this  is  true 
it  is  in  our  opinion  excessive,  and  shows  widespread  discontent  with  both  the  dues 
formula  and  the  MUM  Committee's  collection  methods.

s Bylaws  require  that  each  congregation  annually  submit  to  the  Union  a 
repu. 1 ״i  its  income  and  expenditures  on  a standard  form  furnished  by  the  Union, 
or  at  the  option  of  the  congregation  on  the  form  submitted  to  its  membership, 
provided  that  the  congregation's  form  must  contain  as  much  detail  on  income  and 
Lpenditures  as  is  required  by  the  Union's  form.  The  requirement  that  a standard 
report  be  used  would  reduce  the  MUM  Committee's  wide  discretion  in  enforcing  the 
dues  formula,  the  employment  of  "bookkeeping  strategies"  by  congregations,  and  the 
necessity  of  each  congregation  to  bargain  with  the  MUM  Committee  over  its  annual 

dues . 

We  read  with  disappointment  the  recommendations  of  the  Proportional  Dues  Study 
Committee  published  in  the  September  issue  of  Reform  Judaism.  This  committee  has 
recommended  that  the  12  percent  dues  formula  be  maintained,  and  it  called  on  the 
MUM  Committee  "to  continue  to  exhibit  keen  sensitivity  and  restraint  in  consider 
inq  the  serious  step  of  suspension  of  UAHC  services."  There  is  no  recommendation 
for  curtailing  the  discretion  and  power  of  the  Committee  to  enforce  or  not  enforce 
the  formula  as  it  pleases.  There  is,  however,  a statement  that  the  12  percen 
formula  is  applied  on  an  "equalized  base,"  and  there  is  a recommendat 1 on _ that  the 
"guidelines  governing  dues  relief"  be  articulated,  published  and  placed ח י  the 
hands  of  every  congregation.  This  so-called  "equalized  base  was  never  ® 'יי 
for  us,  and  we  were  given  the  impression  that  each  congregation's  dues  would  be 
negotiated  by  the  MUM  Committee  on  an  individual  basis.  Nor  was  Emanu-EI  ever 
informed  of  any  "guidelines  governing  dues  relief."  Apparently  this  information 
is  disseminated  at  the  discretion  of  the  MUM  Committee. 

?.  Arrountabi I itv  for  Operations.  The  annual  audit  reports  submitted  by  theUnion 
its  member  congregations  suggest  to  us  that  there  is  duplication  or י ס 9"'״ ^ ־י®״ ״ 
departmental  expenditures.  Receipts  from  and  administrative  costs  of  affiliated 
organizations  are  not  allocated  or  reported.  These  audited  reports  are  not 
presented  in  sufficient  detail  to  permit  congregations  to  know  howtheir  funds 
are  being  spent,  or  to  assess  the  efficiency  of  the  Union's^ f 1 nancial  operations, 
and  this  is  not  only  unfair  to  the  congregations  which  provide  the  funds,  but 
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Drevents  any  improvement  in  these  operations.  These  reports  should  at  the  very 
least  show  the  Lmes  and  duties  of  the  Union’s  department  heads,  es  (over 

a specified  amount)  by  names  and  department,  travel  expenses וחז6־י־ ז zed  by  depart 
Lntf  and  the  cost  of  collecting  Union  dues  ($593,000.00  budgeted  for  the 
19741975־  fiscal  year),  so  that  member  congregations  wi I I have  these  ^acts. 
visits  by  a member  of  our  negotiating  committee  to  the  Union  s auditor  a led 
to  produce  most  of  the  Information  relating  to  the  Union's  financial  affairs 
and  procedures  that  we  sought. 

The  Union  operated  at  a deficit  in  eleven  of  the  twelve  fiscal  years  between 
1961  and  1972,  resulting  in  an  aggregate  operating 
dollars  at  June  30,  1974,  and  bank  loans  of 
that  date  Only  negligible  efforts  are  now  being  made  to  reduce  th  s debt, 
n״?w!ths?;ndinq  the  slLble  part  of  the  Union’s  income  that  is  required  to  ser- 
vice  it.  On  fhe  contrary,  favored  Union  programs  continue  to  be  expanded  while 
diminishing  services  are  being  furnished  to  its  member  congregations. 

CONCLUS I ON 

Fm;,nM-Fl  npither  rejects  nor  questions  the  concept  of  a national  Reform  Jewish 
organization.  It  is  our  desire  to  strengthen  the  national  Reform  Jewish  move- 
mpnt  Acceptance  of  this  concept  and  this  desire  do  not  require  acceptance  of 
The  WeC  rtat  the  Union  Is  performing  properly  the  role  In  this ״ ז/ 

which  it  was  conceived  and  organized.  Nor  does  it  require  that  the  Union  s 
activities  must  be  financed  under  a formula  that  tends  to  prevent  the  streng  e 
TT^ani  Sv'Sment  of  each  Reform  congregation.  We  believe  that ־-9" “ 3״-+ ־ 
qations  are  vital  to  maintaining  the  strength  of  Reform  Judaism  on  both  a 'ocal 
Ld  a national  level.  We  a I so  believe  that  a properly  structured,  managed  and 
programmed  Union  can  flourish  without  requiring  each  of  its  member  congregations 
r"ice  l?s  Ln  development  to  meet  the  Union’s  increasing  financial  demands. 

After  more  than  thirty  years  of  differences  and  disputes  with  the  Union  we 
concluded  that  the  changes  in  the  Union  that  we  deem  necessary  would  more  י

FROM:  Matthew  H.  Ross,  Chairman,  UAHC  Board  of  Trustees 


Since  June  17,  1975,  when  the  Report  of  the  Proportional  Dues  Study  Committee 
was  issued,  scores  of  regional  and  congregational  meetings  have  been  held  to 
consider  its  recommendations.  Several  thousand  copies  were  distributed  and 
studied  by  congregational  boards  of  trustees  and  special  committees. 

All  the  leaders  of  the  national  institutions  of  Reform  Judaism  --  the  Union 
of  American  Hebrew  Congregations  and  the  Hebrew  Union  College-Jewish  Institute 
of  Religion  --  have  been  heartened  by  the  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  this 
committee.  While  the  essential  burden  of  the  report  has  to  do  with  finance, 
we  all  are  delighted  to  note  that  wide-ranging  questions  were  raised,  dealing 
with  the  program  priorities  of  the  institutions,  the  day-to-day  management  as 
well  as  fiscal  responsibility. 

Quite  obviously,  not  all  the  facts  available  to  the  committee  could  have  been 
included  in  the  report  as  rendered.  A number  of  cogent  questions  about  the 
UAHC  have  been  raised,  and  I am  pleased  to  respond  to  them. 

One  of  the  main  questions  raised  concerned  the  expenditures  of  the  UAHC. 

UAHC  income  figures  are  included  in  the  report  on  page  5.  Attached  is  a 
schedule  summarizing  the  expenses  of  the  UAHC  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1975. 

Total  expenditures  for  the  year  1973-74  were  $3,343,259;  for  the  year  1974-75, 
$3,517,394.  Budgeted  for  1975-76  is  $3,578,840.  A question  has  also  been  raised 
as  to  the  salaries  of  UAHC  executives.  These  are  the  salary  ranges:

The  president  of  the  UAHC  earns  $55,000;  the  vice-president  earns  $43,000. 
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Notwithstanding  the  inflationary  trend,  the  Union  has  been  successful  in 
maintaining  a relatively  constant  operating  overhead.  In  order  to  achieve 
this  result,  during  the  past  five  years  there  has  been  a dramatic,  and  I dare 
say  hurtful  reduction  of  the  executive  staff.  For  example,  the  Education  De- 
partment  once  numbered  7 full-time  executives;  it  now  includes  only  2.  Social 
Action  once  included  4 full-time  executives;  it  now  numbers  one  full-time  and 
one  part-time  executive.  Synagogue  Administration  had  2 executives;  there  is 
now  one.  The  Department  of  Worship  is  supervised  by  a regional  director  who 
performs  this  task  in  addition  to  his  ongoing  other  responsibilities.  This 
department  once  had  a full-time  director. 

New  programs  such  as  gerontology,  small  congregations,  operation  outreach,  have 
been  included  as  part  of  the  responsibility  of  the  reduced  staff. 

The  UAHC  Publications  Department,  begun  in  the  early  days  of  the  Union,  grew 
like  topsy.  About  five  years  ago  a well-known  New  York  financial  management 
counselor,  D.  Herbert  Beskind,  volunteered  to  examine  the  UAHC  publications 
business,  including  inventory,  cash  flow,  billing  and  computer  service  which 
resulted  in  putting  the  book  operation  on  a more  businesslike  basis.  In  the 
main,  publication  has  been  limited  now  to  those  books  regarded  as  important 
forward  steps  in  Jewish  religious  education.  We  have  obtained  sponsors  for  most 
other  books . 

Aware  of  constantly  rising  costs  in  labor  and  materials,  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
September,  1973,  engaged  Fenvessy  Associates,  a New  York  management  consultant 
firm,  to  examine  the  operation  of  the  House  of  Living  Judaism-Berg  Memorial  (838 
Fifth  Avenue).  This  firm  has  done  consulting  work  for  companies  as  diverse  as  the 
American  Express  Company,  and  the  non-profit  Heart  Fund.  As  a result  of  their 
recommendations,  numerous  changes  have  been  and  are  in  the  process  of  being  made 
in  the  operation  of  the  House  of  Living  Judaism-Berg  Memorial.  As  a result,  sub- 
stantial  savings  in  operations  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  achieved. 

Salary  increases  have  been  kept  to  a minimum.  The  clerical  and  maintenance  staffs 
are  covered  by  a collective  bargaining  agreement.  As  of  January  1,  a negotiated 
salary  increment  for  these  employees  was  less  than  the  increase  in  the  cost  of 
living . 

Executives  received  modest  salary  increases  on  July  1,  in  not  one  single  case  equal 
to  the  increased  cost  of  living,  but  considerably  less.  The  average  increase  for 
executives  was  equal  to  5.2%.

Finally,  we  are  continually  engaged  in  examining  our  priorities.  The  UAHC  has 
been  deeply  concerned  about  the  changing  needs  of  the  American  synagogue.  This 
concern  was  manifest  6 years  ago  when  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  engaged 
Professor  Leonard  Fein  and  his  associates  to  prepare  a study  which  became  known 
as  Reform  is  a Verb.  The  Models  for  the  Future  Committee,  appointed  in  1971,  has 
worked  to  provide  congregations  with  information  about  new  developments  on  the 
American  scene  which  would  have  an  impact  on  the  synagogue.  Their  pamphlets  and 
reports  have  been  widely  circulated  in  the  last  3 years.  One  entire  session  at 
the  UAHC  General  Assembly  in  1973  was  devoted  to  this  theme.  During  the  past  2 
years,  a draft  document  prepared  by  lay  leaders  and  staff  called  ״Toward  Program 
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Priorities"  has  been  widely  circulated  to  all  congregations.  It  was  considered 
by  UAHC  regional  conventions  in  1974  and  a subsequent  draft  will  be  the  subject 
of  a far-ranging  program  at  the  General  Assembly  in  Dallas  in  November.  As  a 
result  of  these  efforts,  ongoing  changes  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  time  have  con- 
tinually  occurred. 

Attached  herewith  please  find  a summary  of  expenditures  which  may  provide  you 
with  further,  still  more  detailed  figures.

From  time  to  time,  members  of  our  constituency  have  asked  for  information 
regarding  the  actions  being  taken  by  HUC-JIR  to  meet  the  problems  created 
by  the  inflationary  spiral  of  the  last  several  years.  Let  me  assure  you 
that  the  Administration  has  been  aggressively  coping  with  this  situation. 

Soon  after  I was  elected  to  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  Hebrew  Union  College-Jewish  Institute  of  Religion  in  1973,  I appointed 
a special  Task  Force  which  included  members  of  the  Board  as  well  as  repre- 
sentatives  of  the  Union  of  American  Hebrew  Congregations,  the  Central  Con- 
ference  of  American  Rabbis,  HUC-JIR  Alumni  Association,  Faculty  and  Students. 

This  Task  Force  addressed  itself  to  the  following  basic  question:  How  could 
the  College-Institute  best  organize  its  human,  physical,  financial  and  edu 
cational  resources  in  the  service  of  the  Reform  Jewish  community?  One  of 
the  main  elements  of  this  question  was  an  evaluation  of  the  locations  of  the 
present  American  campuses  in  light  of  the  existing  and  emerging  programs  of 
the  College-Institute;  the  desirability  of  the  consolidation  and/or  relocation 
of  these  campuses;  and  the  educational  and  financial  implications  of  any  re- 
commended  changes. 

Conclusions  were  to  be  drawn  only  after  a full  study  and  objective  assessment 
of  all  possibilities  had  been  completed  and  the  viewpoints  of  all  interested 
parties  had  been  carefully  aired  and  considered. 

After  nearly  two  years  of  study  and  visitations  to  each  of  the  three  American 
campuses,  the  Task  Force  Committee  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  immediate 
budgetary  savings  to  result  from  the  closing  of  any  of  the  three  schools  would 
be  minimal  in  nature  and  would  be  far  more  than  offset  by  (1)  the  loss  of  new 
gifts  and  bequests  which  HUC-JIR  now  enjoys  because  of  its  position  as  a national 
institution  with  schools  in  all  three  sections  of  the  country  and  (2)  by  the 
need,  otherwise  unnecessary,  for  a multi-million  dollar  new  investment  in  facili 
ties  on  the  remaining  campuses. 

The  Task  Force  also  concluded  that  the  three  American  campuses  should  not  be 
viewed  as  a duplication,  replication  or  luxury.  They  reflect  the  inherent  pat- 
tern  of  Ref<נrm  Judaism  which  responds  to  different  environments,  meets  different 

needs  and  offers  different  programs. 
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The  Board  of  Governors  at  its  Fall  1974  meeting  in  New  York  unanimously 
adopted  the  conclusion  of  the  Task  Force  that  the  College-Institute's  campuses 
be  retained  as  presently  constituted.  Furthermore,  the  Board  resolved  that  a 
Long  Range  Planning  Committee  be  established  for  the  purpose  of  continued  study 
and  review  of  the  College-Institute's  programs. 

Such  a Long  Range  Planning  Committee  was  established  at  the  beginning  of  1975 
and  has  already  held  several  meetings.  It  has  focused  attention  on  an  examina- 
tion  of  the  existing  College  programs  in  order  to  establish  priorities  and 
minimize  or  eliminate  any  duplication  which  the  Committee  finds  to  be  unneces- 
sary.  A progress  report  of  the  work  of  this  Committee  will  be  made  at  the 
Biennial . 

As  has  already  been  mentioned  above,  during  the  past  several  years  in  response 
to  the  inflationary  environment,  the  College  has  moved  vigorously  to  hold  in- 
creased  expenses  in  line  with  available  income. 

With  particular  reference  to  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1975  and  the  Budget 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1976,  a Summary  Statement  of  Budgetary  Operations 
for  these  three  years  is  shown  as  an  Appendix  to  this  document.  The  following 
points  must  be  underscored  if  this  Summary  Statement  is  to  be  properly  under- 
stood  and  interpreted: 

(1)  Faculty  salaries  had  been  frozen  for  a period  of  three  years  (1971-74), 
although  the  Consumer  Price  Index  rose  by  27.3%  during  this  period.  In  order 
partially  to  adjust  for  this  sharp  decline  in  real  earnings  for  Faculty,  the 
Board  approved  in  May,  1974  a program  to  bring  Faculty  salaries  more  in  line  to 
those  paid  in  other  institutions.  This  Faculty  salary  adjustment  has  resulted 

in  an  increase  of  $318,000  between  the  year  ending  June  30,  1974  and  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1976.  During  each  of  the  same  years,  the  staff  received  a cost 
of  living  increase  of  seven  percent. 

(2)  During  the  Academic  Year  1974-75,  the  College-Institute  was  fortunate 
in  receiving  a large  grant  mandated  for  distribution  for  Student  Financial  Aid. 

As  a result,  the  College  was  able  to  offset  the  costs  to  the  students  of  increased 
tuition  and  also  to  meet  the  urgent  financial  needs  of  our  students  during  this 
inflationary  period.  The  net  effect  of  this  was  to  increase  both  the  income  and 
expense  side  of  the  Budget  by  $212,000. 

(3)  Prior  to  the  present  year,  the  School  of  Jewish  Communal  Service  showed 
its  costs  only  as  net  expenditures.  This  bookkeeping  procedure  was  changed  so 
that  both  expenses  and  income  now  appear  as  budgetary  items  as  is  the  case  with 
other  programs.  This  change  in  procedures  raised  both  income  and  expense  by 
$78,000  in  the  1975-76  Budget. 

(4)  Energy  costs  have  skyrocketed  nationally.  This  increase  came  to  22.7% 
in  1974,  and  28.3%  in  1975.  As  a result  of  the  stringent  economy  measures  insti- 
tuted  by  the  College  in  the  use  of  energy,  increased  energy  costs  to  the  College- 
Institute  were  sharply  below  these  figures.  Despite  these  measures,  costs  of 
purchased  energies  have  increased  by  18%  since  1973-74. 

(5)  The  1975-76  Budget  for  public  information  includes  an  extraordinary  one 
time  charge  of  $75,000  for  expenses  related  to  the  Centennial  Celebration  and  its 
associated  fund-raising. 
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After  adjustment  for  these  factors,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  expense  increase 
over  the  period  of  the  last  two  years  is  less  than  five  percent  per  annum. 

This  moderate  increase  in  expense  was  more  than  offset  by  increases  in  income. 

This  favorable  result  was  achieved  by  vigorous  expense  control  on  the  part  of 
the  Administration.  In  the  past  three  years,  the  following  actions  are  among 
those  that  have  been  taken  in  order  to  reduce  expenditures: 

In  the  College-Institute  as  a whole,  the  number  of  Executive  Administra- 
tors  in  the  Deans'  and  National  Offices  have  been  reduced  from  eleven 
to  six. 

The  Maintenance  and  Kitchen  staffs  have  been  cut  back  thirty  percent. 

Branches  of  the  School  of  Education  in  New  York  and  Los  Angeles  have  been 
closed . 

The  number  of  Visiting  Lecturers  has  been  reduced. 

Members  of  the  Faculty  have  assumed  administrative  duties  in  addition  to 
their  full  time  teaching  responsibilities. 

Student-Assistants  are  utilized  for  several  administrative  and  maintenance 
jobs. 

Volunteer  help  has  been  creatively  utilized  to  lesson  the  burden  of  the 
already  reduced  professional  staff. 

There  has  been  a successful  effort  to  utilize  part-time  community  and 
university  personnel  to  supplement  our  permanent  staff. 

For  your  information,  we  are  listing  salary  scales  (1975-76)  for  the  various 
employment  categories  at  the  College-Institute:  President  - $55,000*;  Vice- 
President,  Deans  and  Department  Heads  - $27,000  - $40,000**;  Administrative 
Assistants  - $9,500  - $19,000;  Faculty  - $14,500  - $31,000***;  Clerical  - 
$6,500  - $10,500. 

In  addition,  the  President  received  a six  percent  cost  of  living  increase. 

Individuals  in  this  category  are  members  of  the  faculty  who  receive  addi- 
tional  compensation  for  their  administrative  role.  This  compensation  ranges 
from  $5,000  to  $9,000  above  the  professorial  salary.

It  should  be  noted  that  a faculty  member  serves  fifteen  years  as  a member 
of  the  College-Institute's  faculty  before  achieving  top  salary.  It  should 
be  further  noted  that  fifty-three  percent  of  the  faculty  has  achieved  top 
as  a result  of  long  tenure  and  achievement. 

While  awaiting  the  recommendations  of  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee,  the 
administration  is  vigorously  pursuing  a continuing  program  of  intensive  expense 
review  with  the  objective  of  holding  expenses  well  within  the  level  of  increases 
in  income. 

I do  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  confidence  that  from  all  our 
labors  will  emerge  results  of  genuine  value  to  the  entire  Reform  Jewish  community. 

If  there  is  any  further  information  you  would  like  to  have,  please  do  not  hesitate 
to  call  upon  us. 
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(A)  As  explained  on  Page  3,  this  figure  increased  $318,000  over  the  1973-74 
level  as  result  of  catch-up  salary  increase  given  faculty.

Dear  Sol: 

We  are  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October  3.  We  had  expected  it  since 
before  leaving  office  your  predecessor,  Mr.  Sam  R.  Bloom,  indicated  that 
such  a letter  would  be  forthcoming.  Its  wholesale  distribution,  however, 
did  take  us  somewhat  aback,  particularly  because  of  Mr.  Bloom's  expressed 
determination,  which  we  fully  shared,  to  limit  our  discourse  to  a Ten^le 
Emanu-El  and  U/UIC  leadership  level,  lest  an  expansion  of  the  number  of 
people  involved  hamper  our  mutual  desire  for  reconciliation. 

Clearly,  an  exchange  of  correspondence  is  not  the  most  propitious  way  of 
responding  to  the  many  Issues  which  you  raise.  The  give  and  take  of  a face- 
to-face  meeting  is  far  more  likely  to  be  fruitful.  We  are  prepared  to  meet 
with  you  again,  as  we  have  in  the  past.  There  are,  however,  some  matters  of 
principle  concerning  which  we  must  make  comment  even  now. 

You  raise  the  issue  of  democracy  in  the  operation  of  the  Union  with  particu- 
lar  reference  to  the  size  of  our  Board  of  Trustees.  That  size  may  be  un- 
wieldy  and  taay  even  make  the  task  of  management  more  difficult.  Yet  the 
demands  of  efficiency  must  be  balanced  by  the  need  for  the  fullest  possible 
representation.  Your  own  letterhead  lists  some  60  lay  persons  in  positions 
of  leadership  for  a congregation  of  approximately  2,000  families.  How  large 
should  a Board  representing  230,000  families  be?  Should  that  Board  of 
Trustees  consist  of  715  persons  representing  every  Reform  congregation  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada?  Should  it  consist  only  of  representatives  of  the 
largest  and  the  most  powerful  congregations?  The  difficulty  of  creating  a 
new  structure  is  evident  in  your  failure  to  offer  any  solutions  or  even  rec- 
ommendatlons  for  the  shortcoming  you  lament. 

It  may  interest  you  to  know,  in  this  connection,  that  our  Board  was  enlarged 
to  its  present  size  (with  its  preponderant  majority  elected  by  the  regions 
and  not  designated  by  a national  nominating  committee)  in  response  to  a call 
for  greater  democracy  in  the  Union,  requested,  even  demanded,  by  a number  of 
our  member- congregations.  This  enlargement  may  have  made  the  administration 

of  the  Union  more  conq>lex,  but  without  loss  of  efficiency  it  also  made  the 
Union  the  most  representative  organization  on  the  American  Jewish  scene.  At 
the  moment,  127  different  congregations  are  represented  on  our  Board  of 
Trustees. 
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Despite  some  of  the  problems  occasioned  by  size,  a remarkable  number  of 
lay  leaders  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada  have  been  attracted 
to  our  nK>vement  and  are  actively  Involved  on  the  Board,  Its  committees, 
and  the  joint  commissions.  They  are  Involved  because  their  word  and  work 
are  given  weight.  To  suggest  that  they  are  mere  puppets  In  the  hands  of 
a manipulative  staff  Is  to  denigrate  their  worth.  These  men  and  these 
women  are  jealous  of  their  responsibilities  and  they  exercise  them. 

Suggestions  for  programs  by  staff  are  not  Infrequently  rejected;  others 
are  established  against  their  counsel.  This  holds  true  even  In  our  MUM 
Committee  whose  structure  and  decisions  discomfit  you  so  much.  This  Is 
manifestly  true  In  our  General  Assembly,  the  highest  policy  making  body 
of  the  UAHC.  Anybody  who  suggests  that  our  debates  on  the  floor  are  pre- 
ordained  simply  has  not  been  present  or  a participant  In  our  vocal  and  at 
times  controversial  debates. 

Certainly  there  are  problems.  That  Is  why  a high  level  constitutional 
revision  committee  was  formed  some  months  ago  (on  which  we  Invited  you  to 
serve).  This  committee  will  seek  counsel  throughout  the  land  and  will, 
hopefully,  be  able  to  advise  us  whether  and  just  how  we  can  alter  our 
structure  and  procedures  In  order  to  enhance  the  democratic  process  still 
further,  and  to  Increase  even  more  the  desired  sense  of  Involvement  of 
which  you  write. 

You  suggest  that  there  Is  a rabbinic  dominance  of  the  staff  of  the  Union. 

As  a matter  of  principle  and  historic  fact  we  do  not  accept  your  notion 
that  the  Union  Is  an  organization  of  lay  men  and  women.  It  Is  a family  of 
congregations . which  Includes  not  only  lay  leaders,  but  rabbis  and  cantors, 
educators,  administrators  and  youth  leaders.  Indeed  anyone  who  seeks  to 
deepen  the  quality  of  our  Jewish  lives.  This  was  so  from  our  very  begin- 
nlngs.  Hie  voice  of  Rabbi  Isaac  Mayer  Wise ־ ־  and  of  his  worthy  colleagues  -־ 
was  heard  loud  and  clear  In  the  councils  of  the  Union  during  Its  formative 
years.  We,  on  our  part,  are  determined  to  see  to  It  that  the  voice  of  neither 
rabbi  nor  laity  ever  be  silent  In  our  midst. 

With  all  that,  you  ought  to  know  that  the  rabblnlc-lay  Inbalance  on  our  staff 
Is  not  as  you  suppose.  There  are  three  staff  members  who  are  officers  of  the 
Union.  Two  of  them  are  laymen.  In  our  National  Headquarters,  of  40  execu- 
tlves,  32  are  lay  men  and  women.  Our  regional  directors  are  all,  except  one, 
rabbis,  because  experience  has  taught  us  that  the  fuller  range  of  a regional 
director's  responsibilities  requires  rabbinic  skills.  As  a case  In  point. 

In  your  own  region  there  are  scores  of  rabbl-less,  small  congregations  which 
Rabbi  Sol  Kaplan,  your  regional  director,  frequently  serves  as  a "circuit  rider." 

We  deem  any  endeavor  to  fragmentize  our  movement  Into  special  Interest  group- 
Ings  - administration,  rabbinic,  academic  - to  be  deleterious  to  the  long 
range  Interests  of  Reform  Judaism.  The  fundamental  unity  and  willingness 
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to  work  together  as  one  in  our  family  of  congregations  has  enabled  American 
Reform  Judaism  to  reach  its  present  high  state. 

We  think  it  Inopportune,  just  before  the  Biennial,  to  comment  on  your  ex- 
tensive  critique  of  the  MUM  program.  We  share  some  of  your  concerns.  We 
respect  the  needs  of  each  and  every  congregation.  Would  that  the  Union 
were  sufficiently  endowed  to  allow  us  to  subsidize  congregations  rather  than 
to  depend  on  their  help.  But  the  College-Institute  and  the  Union  do  need 
this  help,  and  some  fair  way  of  funding  has  to  be  established.  We  are  con- 
vlnced  that  no  plan  will  ever  reach  perfection.  This  we  do  know:  the  na- 

tlonal  committee  which  will  make  its  proposal  in  Dallas  was  very  fairly 
constituted.  Fully  75%  of  its  members  were  not  designated  by  the  admlnistra- 
tlon,  but  rather  elected  by  our  constituency,  often  chosen  because  they  had 
been  vocal  in  their  opposition  to  the  present  plan.  They  reached  their  con- 
elusion  not  lightly,  but  after  searching,  careful  thought.  And  now  it  will 
be  up  to  our  General  Assembly  to  make  its  decision. 

As  for  the  more  specific  financial  issues  between  Ten^le  Emanu־El  of  Dallas 
and  the  Union,  no  purpose  will  be  served  by  rehearsing  the  history  of  our 
relationship  till  now.  The  fundamental  point  at  issue  is  this:  You,  for 
reasons  which  you  perceive  as  good  and  sufficient,  have  determined  that  your 
local  needs  will  not  permit  you  to  contribute  more  than  6%  to  7%  of  your 
annual  resources  to  the  HUC-JIR  and  the  UAHC.  We  simply  could  not  accept 
this  offer  because  you  declined  to  make  a firm  commitment  to  ultimately  abide 
by  the  UAHC  Constitution.  If  we  had  acceded  to  your  proposals,  we  would  not 
have  been  true  to  our  duty  to  secure  a dues  plan,  democratically  determined 
and  equitably  applied  to  all  congregations,  large  and  small,  powerful  and 
poor. 

In  short,  Sol,  there  are  many  areas  in  which  we  may  agree,  even  as  there  are 
areas  in  which  we  do  not  agree.  No  institution  is  perfect,  and  we  surely  are 
not  exempted  from  those  flaws  which  make  us  human.  We  can  only  assure  you 
of  our  earnest  effort  to  reach  for  the  ideal,  to  fulfill  to  the  best  of  our 
ability  our  responsibilities,  to  seek  the  fullest  possible  involvement,  for 
the  advancement  of  our  movement  and  our  people,  of  our  heterogeneous  constit- 
uency  with  its  many  variations  of  thought  and  deed,  of  conviction  and  of  need. 

As  for  those  areas  in  which  we  do  not  agree,  we  invite  you  to  fight  for  those 
you  deem  right,  within  our  family  of  congregations.  You  will  receive  a full 
and  fair  hearing.  But  your  congregation  can  only  be  one  voice  and  in  the  final 
analysis  the  member  congregations  of  our  Union  will  have  to  reach  a conclusion.

RESOLUTION  ON 


EQUALIZATION  TAX  PRINCIPLE  FOR  UAHC  MEMBER  DUES  ASSESSMENT 


WHEREAS,  it  is  understood  that  the  UAHC  is  in  need  of  broad  based  income  support 
so  as  to  carry  on  and  expand  its  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  obvious  that  our  national  movement  can  only  be  strong  and  viable 
if  our  individual  congregations  are  both  fiscally  sound  and  organiza- 
tionally  effective;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  financially  burdensome  if  not  impossible  for  many  congregations 
with  large  student  bodies  to  pay  UAHC  dues  based  on  twelve  percent  of 
annual  operating  expenses, 

THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  Section  1,  Article  X,  of  the  by-laws  of  the  UAHC 
be  amended  as  follows: 

Each  constituent  congregation  of  the  Union  be 
obligated  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  Union 
annual  dues  based  on  a fee  per  member  family, 
said  fee  to  be  fixed  for  the  subsequent  two  years 
by  the  delegates  at  each  UAHC  biennial  convention. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  Section  2 of  Article  X of  the  by-laws  of  the  UAHC 
be  amended  as  follows: 


Each  constituent  congregation  as  a condition  of 
membership,  shall  submit  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  Union,  the  total  number  of  family  members  as 
of  January  1st  of  each  year,  independent  of 
category.  Such  report  shall  be  submitted  no 
later  than  February  1st  of  such  year.

1.  We  are  located  in  one  of  New  York*s  very  difficult 
areas  known  as  Washington  Heights,  the  drug  capital  of  the 

U.S.A. 

2.  We  have  a core  of  members  and  friends  who  are 
mainly  aged  widows  with  very  limited  and  dwindling  income. 

They  have  to  hold  on  to  their  rent-controlled  apartments  since 
they  cannot  afford  to  move.  They  are  generally  affiliated  with 
the  Tabernacle  for  many  decades  — dating  back  to  1937/38  when 
they  immigrated  to  the  U.S.A. 

_ 3.  We  are  blessed  by  their  dedication  and  commitment, 

since  otherwise  we  would  not  have  a sisterhood,  which  struggles 
and  toils  to  serve  its  renowned  "coffee  hour"  Wednesday 
afternoons  to  about  100  widows  and  infirm  underprivileged 
ladies,  weather  permitting,  who  cannot  afford  to  be  our  members! 

4.  Our  Men*s  Club  "boys"  consist  of  about  a dozen 
active  retirees,  80  and  over,  who  pride  themselves  to  make  the 
Sabbath  morning  services  possible  by  their  regular  attendance 
to  make  the  required  minyan. 

5.  There  is,  thankfully,  a group  of  Tabernacle 
members  whose  dedication  and  commitment  remains  as  staunch  as 
it  was  in  their  youth.  However,  they  have  moved  away  — to 
Midtown  NYC,  to  New  Jersey,  Westchester  and  Riverdale  areas. 
Personally,  I belong  to  the  Riverdale  group,  which  could  just 
as  well  become  members  at  the  Riverdale  Temple  just  around  the 
corner  from  where  we  live  now!  But  we  do  not  foresake  our 
Tabernacle  because  of  our  loyal  dedication  and  sentiment  — and 

6.  Because  we  have  a great  Rabbi  and  friend  who  has 
given  his  entire  life  work  to  this  congregation  for  the  past  35 
years  of  ministering  to  it  in  sickness  and  health,  on  sad 
occasions  and  happy  ones.  We  have  a fine  Cantor  who  sings  for 
us  in  the  old  Lewandovsky  melodies  with  which  ü/e  grew  up. 

7.  We  are  a conservative  group,  a private  and  proud 
bunch  of  Jews  of  German  heritage  whose  word  is  their  bond. 
Unfortunately,  there  is  not  enough  youth.  Our  1991  life  cycle 
statistics  show  23  deaths!  Ten  families  have  moved  away! 
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...  ®*  we  struggle  and  cajole,  wherever  we  can,  to 

maintain  a Hebrew  School,  a ״Torah  for  Tots״  group,  and  a 
Youth  Group״ . We  "manage"  to  induce  some  neighborhood  younq 
parents  to  come  and  take  advantage  — and  they  do,  without 
being  members  they  can't  afford  it  — they  are  out  of  a job! 

9.  Administratively,  we  do  our  best.  There  is  no 
computer.  There  is  "by  hand"  bookkeeping.  We  can’t  afford 
fancy  audits. 

not  now,  and  we 

shall  NOT  in  the  future  issue  balance  sheets,  audited  or  not 
audited.  We  have,  over  the  many  years  past,  submitted  our 
statement  of  expenses  and  income  giving  financial  information 
as  we  determine  same  is  suitable  for  the  MUM  Committee.  We 
have  NOT,  in  the  past,  we  do  NOT  now  and  we  shall  NOT  in  the 
future  issue  any  other  form  of  financial  information  concerning 
the  operations  of  the  Hebrew  Tabernacle.  No  other  financial 
data  IS  available  to  the  UAHC  or  to  any  of  its  committees. 

^ We  are  convinced  that  our  information  is  more 

than  adequate  and  sufficient  for  UAHC  to  "RULE”  us  as  a member 
congregation  and  together  with  us  determine  our  dues.  These 
are  a continuous  hardship  for  us  in  our  very  modest  and 
increasingly  difficult  circumstances. 

TT״*,.  ^ rhetoric  from  various  officials  of  the 

UHAC  of  their  "understanding"  and  desire  to  help  us  — but  it 
apears  to  be  only  rhetoric.  Instead,  we  are  harrassed  and 
t reatened  with  suspension  and  termination  of  membership  UNLESS 
we  submit  balance  sheets  and  completed  forms  as  the  UHAC 
dictates . 


. ^ stated  above,  we  reiterate  that  we  submit  our 

form  of  financial  information  as  we  see  fit.  This  has  been 
done,  and  we  have  even  agreed,  contrary  to  the  better  judgment 
of  some  members  of  our  finance  committee  and  Board  of  Trustees 
to  certain  increased  percentages  — i.e.  5-5-6  proposed  plans 
for  the  current  and  following  years.  Should  this  methodology 
be  unacceptable  to  the  UAHC,  we  have  no  choice  but  to  accept 
suspension  threat  and  termination  of  our  membership  in

Dear  Rabbi  Kaplan: 

Since  we  are  "no  strangers",  and  since  you  and  I have  had  numerous  exchanges  in  the 
past  concerning  the  subject  matter,  I feel  not  only  free,  but,  indeed,  compelled  to 
"bother"  you  once  more  concerning  the  subject  matter. 

Undoubtedly,  our  recent  correspondence  is  available  to  you  from  our,  (by  now  voluminous), 
file  in  your  office. 

However,  I do  wish  to  call  to  your  attention,  my  letter  to  you  of  November  26,  1991, 
which  describes  at  length  the  "sad  story"  of  the  Tabernacle  then  and  which, unfortunately, 
has  deteriorated  since. 

Furthermore,  please  note  our  letter  of  April  29,  1994,  addressed  to  Ms.  Frances 
Santoro,  with  which  we  submitted  our  usual  form  of  financial  Information  for  the 
year  1993.  We  also  explained  in  this  letter  about  the  unexpected  major  difficulties, 
(roof  and  boiler),  facing  us  for  inunediate  action.  This  resulted  in  the  immediate 
and  relevant  decision  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  our  Board  relating  to  our  UAHC  dues 
which  decision  was  promptly  communicated  in  our  letter  of  April  29th. 

Also,  please  note  the  UAHC  letter  of  July  7,  1994,  signed  by  Ms.  Joan  Greenberg, 
acknowledging  receipt  of  our  financial  statement  and  enclosing  UAHC  s usual  worksheet 
for  dues  for  1994. 

At  this  point  in  time,  we  believe  that  the  format  of  the  Tabernacle's  submission  of 
our  financial  information,  as  we  see  fit,  has  been  accepted  in  the  many  years  past 
and,  therefore,  is  to  be  considered  as  a precedent.  Accordingly,  I have  "Not  refused 
to  submit  a balance  sheet  or  a Supplemental  Report  Form"  but  rather,  indeed,  submitted 
OUR  FORMAT  of  financial  statement  and  explanation  of  our  difficulties  with  our  letter 
of  April  29,  1994. 

Mrs.  May  Maas,  the  Administrator,  and  I have  preliminarily,  and  subject  to  approval  of 
the  MUM  Committee,  agreed  on  a relief  plan  with  which  I believe  the  Tabernacle  can 
probably  live  for  1994  - 1995  - 1996.

Upon  return  from  my  vacation,  I found  a copy  of  Mrs.  Maas״  letter  of  August  16th  which, 
to  say  the  least,  is  most  disturbing.  We  are  sorry  to  note  that  the  region  voted  not 
to  recommend  this  preliminary  relief  plan.  We  understand  the  relief  plan  will  be 
presented  to  the  National  Committee,  BUT,  without  the  region’s  recommendation,  and, 
without  "the  inf ormation״‘ , it  has  little  chance  of  being  approved. 

Rabbi  Kaplan,  Mrs.  Taub,  our  President,  called  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  on  September  12th,  1994,  in  order  to  obtain  the  Board’s  final  decision  on 
this  vital  matter  for  the  Tabernacle.  By  unanimous  vote,  our  Board  decided  to 
maintain  our  method  of  submission  of  financial  information  and  reporting  to  the  UAHC 
MUM  Committee.  The  Board  had  authorized  me  to  write  my  letter  of  November  26,  1991, 
and  has  firmly  confirmed  on  September  12th,  1994  that  the  paragraphs  10,  11,  12,  and 
paragraph  13,  (corrected  to  relief  plan  3,  3 4 for  1994*  1995,  1996:^  of  my  letter  of 
November  26,  1991,  shall  stand  otherwise  unaltered. 

Indeed,  I hope,  and  also  express  the  hopes  of  all  the  members  of  our  Board,  that 
you  may  again  be  helpful  to  the  Tabernacle  in  this  matter.  In  your  capacity  as 
Director,  we  expect  that  you  possibly  induce  the  regional  committee  to  issue  their 
recommendation  in  favor  of  the  relief  plan  for  the  Tabernacle.

Dear  Paul; 

Joan  Greenberg,  with  whom  I shared  your  letter,  asked  me  not  to  respond  until  she  had 
time  to  speak  with  you.  She  has  informed  me  that  she  did  have  a conversation  over  the 
telephone  with  you  last  week.  While  I am  understanding  of  your  position,  I believe  that 
Mrs.  Greenberg  made  you  aware  that  the  lay  leadership  that  comprises  the  National 
MUM  Committee  has  rules  that  they  believe  to  be  equitable  that  deal  wdh  this  particu  ar 
issue  that  confronts  us.  Our  hands  are  basically  tied,  leaving  the  professional  staff  with 

little  room  to  maneuver. 

I also  hope  that  you  understand  that  the  regional  MUM  committee  is  bound  to  uphold  the 
rules  and  procedures  established  by  the  national  committee.  There  is  little  that  the  region 
can  do  to  offset  the  guidelines  established  by  the  national  committee. 

I know  that  you  are  aware  of  the  importance  with  which  the  region  vmws  the  Hebrew 
Tabernacle.  I try  to  convey  this  to  the  national  committee  at  its  meetings.  They,  however, 
are  concerned  by  the  problems  facing  all  of  our  congregations.  For  example,  they  must  be 
especially  considerate  of  the  problems  facing  our  Southern  California  congregations  that 
hot  only  had  their  facilities  destroyed  by  last  year's  violent  earthquake,  but  also  faced  e 
׳*  loss  of  lives  of  many  supporters.  Coupled  with  the  problems  of  our  South  Honda 
congregations  that  are  still  reeling  from  Hurricane  Andrew,  the  MUM  committee  is 
^ conLrned  about  the  maintenance  of  equity  and  an  orderly  manner  m which  to  evaluate 
׳י'  congregations  with  problems.  Therefore,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a system  that  is  just  an 

fair  to  all  congregations. 
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My  best  wishes  to  you  and  yours  that  this  New  Year  upon  which  we  have  embarked  will 
be  a healthy,  joyful  and  peaceful  one.
